Death of I. T. Burr. 

Mr. Isaac Tucker Burr, one of the 
best known and widely respected men 
in the city died at his home on Park 
street Wednesday evening at 9:30 
o’clock from an attack of angina pec- 
toris following an illness of about 
two weeks. 

Mr. Burr was born at Leicester. 
Mass., Aug. 15, 1828, his parents 
being Heman M. and Nellie (Tucker) 
Burr. 

He received a common school edu- 
cation and at the age of sixteen en- 
tered the dry goods business in Bos- 
ton. He remained in this business 
until 1867. From 1874 to 1894 Mr. 
Burr was president of the National 
Bank of North America. 

In 1867 he retired and devoted him- 
self to outside interests. He was at 
one time director in over 50 compan- 
ies, and had large holdings in con- 
cerns with which he was not public- 
ly identified. In the West he was most 
prominent in connection with the 
Atchinson, Topeka and Santa Fe and 
Mexican Central railroads, and a 
large owner in the San Diego Land 
Company of Southern California, and 
in the East in the formation of the 
West End Street Railway and the 
West End land companies. He was 
for a long time president of the Ed- 
wards Manufacturing Company, and 
director in the Bates and Arlington 
mills. He had in earlier years large 
foreign shipping interests, in connec- 
tion with George C. Lord and Co. 
He was at one time a director in the 
Mexican Central ’■ailroad and the 
American Loan and Trust Com pany, 

Mr. Burr was always deeply inter- 
ested in the town and city of New- 
ton and was its representative to the 
General Court in 1875 and 1876. He 
was one of the three original trustees 
of the Newton Free Library who had 
charge of the construction of the 
present building and was treasurer 
of some of its special funds. 

Mr. Burr attended the Channing 
Church, and was president of the 
Hunnewell Club in 190) and 1901. 

Mr. Burr is survived by a widow, 
and seven children, Mrs. Dr. John 
Farlow of Boston, Hon. Heman M. 
Burr of Newton, Isaac T. Burr Jr, of 
Milton, Mrs. Harry Hardon and Win- 
throp Burr of New York, Bertha, who 
resides abroad and Allston Burr of 
Chestnut Hill. 

The funeral services will be held 
tomorrow afternoon at 2.30 from his 
late residence, 142 Park street.

Florence was formerly the capital 
of the Grand Duchy of Tuscany, is 
the seat of an archbishop and is one 
-of the most attractive cities in Italy. 
It is situated on the river ;Arno and 
the greater part of the c ; ty is located 
on the right bank. Our first visit 
was to the Baptistry, an octagonal 
shaped building where all children 
born in Florence are baptised. The 
three celebrated bronze doors were 
added in the 14th and 15th centuries. 
The one on the south is the oldest, 
was completed by Andrea Pisano in 
1336 and the reliefs comprise scenes 
from the life of John the Baptist. The 
north door was executed bv Lorenzo 
Ghiberti in 1403-24 and gives scenes 
from the life of Christ. 

The third door, facing the cathedral 
was also the work of Ghiberti and is i 
considered such a marvel of art that 
Michael Angelo said that it was fit 1 
to be the gate into Paradise. The i 
subjects are the Creation and Expul- 1 
sion from Paradise, The (Jueen of 
Sheba, Cain slaying his brother and

Cathedral Museum where there is an 80nie „ cw Sacristy, containing 
interesting collection of busts, irag-

The Strozzi palace, opposite the 
hotel, is a fine example of the early 
Florentine building with its 25 feet of 
solid wall, massive and stern in ap- 
pearance, and the two tloors with 
heavy cased windows above. The 
Church of Santa Croce, a Franscicau 
edifice, is in the square where the 
statue of Dante is located, and its in- 
terior gives the general effect of 
emptiness and barrenness. It is 
sometimes called the Westminister of 
Florence on account of the many 
noted men who are buried here or who 
have monuments erected to their 
memory. Among them are Galileo, 
Michael Angelo, Dante, Leonardo 
Bruni, Rossini and Cherubini. This 
church contains the marble pulpit, 
considered the most beautiful in Italy, 
and having bas-reliefs of the life of 
St. Francis along its sides. There 
are also frescoes by Giotto and by 
Taddeo Gaddi aud terra cotta reliefs 
by pupils of the school of Della 
Robbia. 

A pleasant ride in the electric cars 
was to the Piazzale Michaelangiolo, 
where is a fine bronze copy of David 
and where an extensive view is had 
of the city below. In the church ot 
San Mini a to is the crucifix which is 
said to have nodded approvingly to 
Saint Giovanni Gualberto when he 
forgave the murderer of his brother 
and a unique crypt telow the choir.

by the youthful artist in 1501 to 1504 
from a gigantic block of marble which 
had been abandoned as spoiled. No 
plastic work of Angelo earned such a 
harvest of praise among his contem- 
poraries as this figure and one can 
spend some time is studying the fine 
lines and curves of t lie body. 

The following morning was spent 
at the church of Santa Maria Novella 
which is under the control of the 
Dominician monks, a preaching order, 
and the patron saints are Mary t lie 
Virgin and John the Baptist. The 
Strozzi and Kucellai families attend- 
ed here and there are many specimens 
of the great masters on the walls. 

The Della Robbia bas-reliefs are seen 
here and mail)’ of the prominent fam- 
ilies are buried wihiu thc walls. The 
sun is a tyrant in the southern coun- 
tries and the problem of lighting 
church interiors is much more difficult 
to solve than it is in the north where 
windows are long and wide and Hying 
buttresses make safety a positive 
thing. The windows are high in the 
walls and there is very little opportu- 
nity for stained glass or ornamental 
etiect*. 


1 of the King when he is in Florence 
In the upper floor of the left wing is 
the famous picture gallery containing 
about 500 works of art bung on the 
walls and painted on the ceilings. 
The handsome marble topped tables 
are in evidence everywhere, some of 
them inlaid in most exquisite pat- 
I terns, and also a collection of mlna- 
ture portraits. 

Adjoining the Church of San Mar- 
co is the monastery where Savonarola 
the powerful preacher once lived and 
many other churches and points of 
interest were seen before we left. 1 
hope to visit Florence again some 
time, to walk along t lie streets where 
Dante, the geat ruler and writer once 
moved, where the silver tongued monk 
drew the people to him by his won- 
derful eloquence, where Michael An- 
gelo executed some of his master- 
pieces and where t lie glory of Italian 
art was upheld by such men as Giotto, 
Raphael, Andrea del Sarto, Ghiberti 
and Botticelli. There is not room to 


On our way back to our hotel we 
enjoyed a walk through the streets of 
old Florence, narrow and dirty in the 
old part, full of beggars, market 
wagons and people comprising all 
sorts and conditions of trade and so- 


wn te of many other places visited 
but 1 cannot close without a word re- 
garding l J isa where an afternoon was 
spent on the way to Rome. 

A short ride from the station 
brought us to thc group of building* 
which constitute the principal points 
of interest and are located in the 
l’iuzza del Santo.

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CLUB WOMEN. 

Summer Series of Articles on Women’s 
Clubs of Newton. 

The Wednesday Club of Newton 
Centre. 


In the fall of 1891 twelve ladies be- 
gan together a study of the life and 
works of James Russell Lowell and the 
Wednesday Club of Newton Centre 
came into existence, meeting informal- 
ly in the morning at the homes of its 
different members. Mrs. E. O. Silver 
was the inspiration of its early years, 
and under her able guidance we 
learned to know and love our greatest 
New England poet as we had never 
known or loved him before. 

For three years thiB study continued 
then broadened to include mankind in 
general. We became interested in 
Sociology and added to the educa- 
tional and social purposes of our club 
the philanthropic one of aiding as 
might be practical in charitable work. 
Ever since wc have had a threefold 
aim in view. Meantime the club 
membership had increased to twenty, 
which number has been the limit and 
always full. 

Civil Government followed a year 
of social problems, then “My Favor- 
ite Book'* was discussed through the 
meetings of a year. Each morning 
bringing an analysis and comments 
on some well loved author. The eve- 
ning meeting of that year was made 
memorable by meeting Mrs. Caroline 
Atwater Mason at the home of our 
president and listening to her charm- 
ing paper on Dante Gabriclle Ros- 
setti, while the room was filled with 
beautiful photographs of his paint- 
ings. 

Two years in Holland and the suc- 
ceeding year with Dutch and Flemish 
art left us strongly attached to the 
Low Countries. At one of our eve- 
ning meetings we journeyed “Through 
Holland with a Black Stick” guided 
by Mr. Louis K. Harlow. On another 
the club in Dutch costume received 
its friends surrounded by pictures and 
curiosities from the quaint little king- 
dom. 

Answering a need we all felt, the 
next two years were given to Musical 
History and Biography and furnished 
us with many delightful mornings 
when both instrument and voice added 
their inspiration to our study. One 
evening Mrs. C. L. Bird gave us a 
most interesting paper illutstrated by 
musical numbers by Mrs. Loring 
Brooks. 

The last of these years another tca- 
ture, which has come to be a part of 
each years’ program, was inaugura- 
ted, an afternoon meeting for the 
members alone, when we indulged in 
a light program, chiefly of games 
based upon our years’ study. This 
Musical Afternoon at the home of 


Mrs. S. S. Widger and the original 
song for the occasion will long be re- 
membered. 

A love of the historical and roman- 
tic caused UB to look to Scotland and 
two years were spent reviewing its 
history and characteristics, its pic- 
turesque scenery, its industries, 
schools and Illustrious authors. Mrs. 
Wallace Stokes Irons' Songs of Scot- 
land, many of which were delightfully 
sung, gave us our first Scotch eve- 
ning. A miscellaneous program, in 
which a Scotch bagpipe was the chief 
feature, filled the second evening. 

Last season we spent in Venice rev- 
elling in the beauty and warmth of 
color of the Oueen of the Adriatic, 
seeking for the key to her wonderful 
existence, wandering through her wa- 
ter ways and into her most glorious 
buildings, trying to understand some- 
thing of her art, lingering upon the 
great names that are associated with 
hers. An evening in Venice, when 
tableaux of Venetian characters and 
an art gallery of Venetian scenery 
brringing us almost across the Atlan- 
tic, is the memory of that year. 

From Venice we turn to Florence 
for the coining season, a subject so 
rich in material we can hardly hope 
to do it justice, yet trusting to learn 
the essentials of its gift and debt to 
the world. 

The club meets regulr.rly the first 
and third Wednesday mornings in each 
month from October to May. The 
courses of study have usually been 
arranged by the board of officers, and 
the plan has been a paper at each 
morning meeting by one of the ladies 
with such illustrations by music, or 
photographs or curios as she was 
able to provide. The first Wednesday 
evening in February for some years 
has been devoted to a reception of the 
husbands and a limited number of 
friends, where a more elaborate pro- 
gram has been arranged and we have 
been greatly favored by much outside 
talent. 

Last season a visit to Mrs, Jack 
Gardner’s Italian Palace in the Fen- 
way seemed an appropriate addition 
to the club calendar and was much 
enjoyed. 

Our presidents have been Mrs. E. 
O. Silver, Mrs. E. R. Benton, Mrs. 
F, E. Anderson, Mrs. Chase, Mrs. S. 
S. Widger, Mrs. A. B. Rice. The 
present officers are Mrs. A. B. Rice, 
president; Mrs. Henry Baily, vice 
president; Mrs. W. 7,. Ripley, secre- 
tary; Mrs. C. L. Smith, treasurer; 
Mrs. C. M. Goddard, member of the 
executive committee. 


OLD HOME DAY 

Typical Observance of Such 
An Event 

In a Small Town in Southern 
New Hampshire. 


Ail opportunity to witness an “Old 
Home Day” in the land of its birth is 
not to be neglected and the writer 
will be pardoned for inflicting his 
impressions of that event on the 
readers of the Graphic. 

Temple, New Hampshire, is a de- 
lightful little town in the hill country 
around Monadnock, and “thy rocks 
and rills, thy woods and templed 
hills” of our national hymn fitly de- 
scribes it. It is a loyal little town 
and its history is bright with the 
brave deeds of its sons and daughters 
during t tie Revolution and Civil War. 
It certainly claims the loyalty of its 
progeny and they nobly respond to its 
call for “Old Home Day.” 

The principal exercises clustered 
around the town common, which is 
on a high plateau, overlooking the 
country to the south and east for 
many miles. North of the Common 
runs the main street of the village, 
brave in its array of library, town 
house, chapel, church and store, the 
only public buildings in the town. 
One of my friends says it reminds 
him of a toy village it is so tiny in 
size and so straight in alignment. 

The Common itself, is enclosed 
with a two rail fence with stone posts 
and surrounded with maple trees. It 
contains three monuments, and at 
first glance looks like a cemetery. The 
monuments are elected to the Revolu- 
tionary Soldier*, those who fell during 
the Civil War, and to the hero of Luu* 
ay’s Lane whose “I’ll try. Sir” is a 
loted event in our national history. 
The celebration began with a baud 
oncert on the common by a brass 


band. There is no doubt but what 
the band did its best, it certainly 
tried hard enough. It had a penchant, 
however for the sentimental like 
“Juanita” and “Just tell them that 
you saw me” and the baritone was 
as much in evidence as “Hennie's 
big bassoon” in “Peggy from 
Paris.” The band executed its pro- 
gram without deserving capital pun- 
ishment, although any fair minded 
musical jury would have promptly 
brought in a verdict of manslaugh- 
ter. 

At 11:30 the baud left the shade 
of the maples and gathered around a 
new flagstaff which had just been 
presented to the town, and whilst 
“The Star Spangled Banner” was 
being murdered. Old Glory was 
drawn to the masthead by one of the 
fair daughters of the villuge. A few 
words, probably appropriate to the 
occasion, were spoken to the favored 
few, who could hear them in the front 
ranks of the crowd, and then the town 
clerk, postmaster and storekeeper 
combined in one genial personality, 
led three cheers and a tiger for the 
flag, the donor of the staff and for 
“Old Home Day.” It was noted that 
the males as a rule, kept their hats 
on while the flag was being raised 
and it was evident that this village 
like many others, has never been 
taught to outwardly reverence the na- 
tional colors. 

The crowd which numbered some 
oOO was typical of the country. Here 
was u grand old man, one of Uie 
patriarchs of the town. With a head 
which would have been the envy of 
the old masters of painting, his form 
still showing magnificent proportions, 
and it needed only a gfauce at his 
face and figure to know that lie was 
j one of the pillars of the town and 
. state. Another noticeable figure 
1 had a long reddish gnp beard, and 
carried constantly in his mouth a 
bright red pink, which nestled in his 
whiskers with a couspicucusness and 
a lack of haruiouy witlfc its surround- 
ings, which struck all beholders. One 
old gentleman, with a new ear trum- 
pet. was extemely happy in hearing 


1 again the voices of his friends and his 
weatherbeaten face was constantly 
wrinkled with pleasure as he wan- 
dered through the crowd. Another 
with cane and crutch sat under the 
trees and evidently enjoyed the relief 
from the isolation of invalidism. The 
ladies in their crisp white dresses and 
shirt waists, and the .voting girls in 
their best bib and tucker, brought a 
dash of color to the constantly chang- 
ing variety of the scene. The usual 
array of country urchins, with wide 
open mouths and strong ear drums, 
lined up as near as possible to the 
band, while their ciders in Sunday 
clothes wandered about greeting old 
friends and meeting new ones. There 
was a quietness about their greetings 
to each other. It seemed as if they 
hail gathered a little of the solidity of 
their native hills, and yet, one had 
the impression that their handshake 
was more than a perfunctory conven- 
tion, and that their inquiries of the 
absent were straight from the heart. 
The peoule came in all kinds of con- 
veyances, from the hayrick of the 
farmer to the bicycle wheeled carriage 
of the summer visitor. The horses 
also were of all kinds and conditions, 
some prancing at the music of the 
baud, while others stolidly plodded 
along, indifferent alike to pleasure or 
to toil. 

The fakirs were few but made up in 
strcnuoii9ness, what they lacked in 
numbers. Under a beautiful group of 
birch trees at one end of the Common 
was a pop corn matt beside a table 
where bananas and boxed refresh- 
ments were sold. Another table at the 
other end of the Common was devoted 
to Red Clover Beer, which was ex- 
posed to the warm rays of the sun, 
and evidently was better fitted for the 
sense of sight than of t a ste. The 
usual African Dodger was superseded 
by an arrangement of rag dolls hung 
on wires, and a cigar was the reward 
of whoever could hit and turn over 
one of these dolls with a base ball, 
three throws for five cents. 

At noon* the town furnished free 
hot coffee, and the neighborhood be- 
came a series of basket picnics. Our 
hostess regaled us on sandwiches, 
cold meats, doughnuts, cookies, pie and 
apples until the band resumed its 
trials and tribulations at one o’clock. 

The serious exercises of the day, 
however, were held in the church. 
This comfortable looking building 
was fairlv well filled and the summer 
visitors gazed with interest at the 
choir arrangement in the corner of 
the edifice. Here a portion of the 

floor had been raised about two feet, 

• 

and the«choir. increased for the occa- 
sion, were in front of a parlor organ 
in the extreme corner, all partially 
facing the audience. When all had 
assembled, and with the vestibules 
and doorways crowded with those too 
bashful to take the front seats, the 
program was opened by the local cel- 
ebrity. Every town has such a func- 
tionary and in this particular in- 
stance the celebrity had more than a 
local renown. He was the highest 
official of a strong association in the 
state and it was hinted that he was 
in line for the governorship. 

This gentleman made a graceful 
speech of welcome, and called upon 
the choir lo voice the same sentiment 
in song. The words were written for 
the occasion, of course, and were sung 
to the tune of ‘ ‘Greenland’s Icy Moun- 
tains,” extremely cooling on an 
August day. 

One lady in the front row of the choir 
attracted the attention of the irrev- 
erent by the manner in which each 
note was enunciated. She had long 
passed the bloom of youth, and there 
was a suspicion that many teeth were 
absent. But there was no question as 
to the size of the mouth nor to the 
heartiness of her singing. As some 
particularly pleasing sentiment was 
sung, she would roll her eyes towards 
a distant corner of the church in a 
most soulful manner, and evidently 
enjoyed every moment of her brief 
notoriety. 

There was prayer by a visiting cler- 
gyman, a rambling and totally ii rel- 
evant speech concluding with a few 
verses which were in cxcrably bad 
taste for a church, by an elderly gen- 
tleman, who had evidently achieved 
distinction in the great city from 
which he came, by other qualities 
thau public speaking. He was fol- 
lowed by a typical Yankee in appear- 
ance and nasal twang, whose remarks 
had the merit of humor, appropriate- 
ness and brevity. Another son of the 
town continued m similar fashion, 
followed by an original poem, which 
seemed to jiugle merrily, from the 
scattering parts which were occasion- 
ally heard as the author hurriedly 
mumbled them over. A clear cut, 
neat little speech from a cultured 
physician, who claimed the village as 
his native place, was a delight to 
hear. The speaking ended with a vis- 
iting clergyman who had married 
a native of the town and thereby 
claimed to be a sou in law. lie told a 
mournful story to illustrate the home 
sentiment, and urged the farmers to 
maae their places pleasant for the 
boys, as well as for the summer vis- 
itors. The girls were evidently not 
worth noticing, as the speaker did not 
once mention them. 

The regular choir then sang another 
original hymn, in which the metallic 


and falsetto qualities of the voices | 
added greatly to the e fleet of the 
music. 

Another band concert followed on 
the Common, and then all adjourned 
to another part of the town where a 
baseball game ended the official fes- 
tivities. 

In the evening we attended a dance 
in the Town Hall. This building was 
nearly square in shape and had the 
words, “Faith, Hope, Charity and 
Fidelity” emblazoned upon its front i 
wall. A stage with a back ground of 1 
scenery for theatricals, was used by 
the orchestra and the floor was white 
with the wax which sought to cover 
up its unevenness. A square, squat 
stove in one corner and many teet of 
the inevitable stove pipe were much 
in evidence. The orchestra arrived 
in two sections and the march and 
circle, delayed for a long time in the 
vain hope that the second section 
might arrive, was danced to the 
music ot two violins and a flute. 
The second section arrived soon after 
and until two o'clock, 'round dances 
followed square, the orchestra vieing 
with each other in a noble but in- 
effectual effort to harmonize, although 
keeping excellent time withal. 

The posters for this dance an- 
nounced that “This will be a nice 
party” and the management kept 
their word to the letter. “B. Ed- 
wards’ Ice Cream and Cake were 
served for lunch” and old home day 
in Temple was a thing of the past. 

But after all, the real meaning of 
the dav, i» not affected by the quaint- 
ness nor the oddness of one or two 
persons or events. It means a senti- 
ment that enobles all who hold it. It 
means home, and father and mother, 
sisters and brothers, in a form that 
appeals irrcsistably to the heart. It 
strengthens all true patriotism, bet- 
ter than any other method, and from 
it the nation derives its true value 
and power.

These 
reasons, and minor considerations 
make any attempt on my part to 
achieve political glory seem to me 
already a folorn hope. But yet I am 
in the hands of my friends, and if 
they still consider it my duty to set 
aside personal inclinations and accept 
the nominations— I am not particular 
from which party— and that the sal- 
vation of the 2d Hampshire represen- 
tative district depends entirely upon 
my*representing it at the state house 
the coming winter, I will at least 
consider the matter"— Practical Poli- 
tics.

In 
every instance the ideal set up by the 
average Massachusetts citizen as a 
qualification .for high position, is 
merit rather than “Political Pull” or 
inordinate ambition. In considering 
the candidacy for the State Treasury- 
ship therefore this fact should be 
taken into account. 

Col. John J. Whipple, Ex-Mayor of 
Brockton, meets, as we view the 
present contest all these requirements 
more fully than does any other candi- 
date now before the people.

Hampton, Va., Aug 15, 1904 

Mr. Horatio Carter : 

My Dear Sir. 

I was very much gratified at receiv- 
ing your letter of 11th Inst this a. m. 
and take pleasure In answering it at 
once, in preference to those of a more 
business character, which can wait a 
mail or so. 

You refer to your deep interest in 
the work of Hampton and Tnskegec 
for the backward races. It is very 
pleasant for those of us who have de- 
voted the best years of our lives to 
thiB work, to receive words of encour- 
agement. In one sense of the word 
we are also "Bhut ins” -not physical 
— but social, to a certain extent, be- 
cause here as well as elsewhere, those 
engaged in trying to elevate the 
Negro and the Indian, are misrepre- 
sented, misunderstood, their motives 
maligned, and one at all sensitive 
can but feel that there is an under- 
current of prejudicial feeling liable 
to crop out at any favorable opportu- 
nity. But Hampton haa been most 
fortunate in its leader and its teach 
era, for since its formation nothing 
has been done to give offense to the 
surrounding neighborhood, which of 
course at the start was distinctly 
southern and opposed to such a radical 
movement as that inaugurated by 
General Armstrong, but his strong 
personality and love of fair play 
gained not only their good will but in 
many instances their co-operation and 
assistance and his successors have 
followed in his footsteps as closely as 
poBsible, so that outwardly there has 
been nothing but good will and sym- 
pathy expressed in the work. 

The School from its start, has 
been most fortunate in having enlist- 
ed the sympathy and support of many 
of the foremost men and women of 
the country, professors, clergymen, 
doctors, poets, artists, financiers, law- 
yers, journalists and business men 
who have given of their time, talents 
and means until it Btands at the head 
of all such institutions in this or any 
other country and yet with such help 
it has been but as a drop in the buck- 
et in raising up the mass of ignorant, 
depraved blacks, which is the heritage 
of the South from slavery. Were there 
a score of Hamptons, it would still 
take a generation or more to bring the 
Negro mass up to a point where they 
would cease to be a menace to the 
peace of ine country. But all this is 
perhaps as well known to you as to 
myself, and it remains for each of us 
to do our humble share in bringing 
about the desired result, trusting the 
wisdom of a higher power who wills 
matters in his own way and whose 
judgment never errs. 

Miss Butler, to whom you refer, is 
one of Hampton’s most earnest teach- 
ers. She intends to go farther South 
in the black belt another year I be- 
lieve, thinking that section of the 
country more in need of experienced 
workers than Hampton, thus follow- 
ing out the true missionary idea. 
Hampton is sending out such workers 
all over the world, both white and 
black, its graduates and teachers 
being found in Africa, the Hawaiian 
Islands and the Philippines, occupy- 
ing prominent positions as teachers 
and lights to the people of those be- 
nighted districts. 

I am glad you have had an opportu- 
nity of reading our monthly, the 
“Southern Workman,” of which over 
5000 are circulated monthly all over 
the world. While not self-supporting 
it accomplishes untold good, in keep- 
ing the work for the races before 
the people and shows what is being 
accomplished, as well as acting as a 
“brake” to refute the unwarranted 
attacks so frequently made by preju- 
diced persons against industrial edu- 
cation for the two races. “The Work- 
man” is published by young men 
trained in this department and in ad- 
dition to this we issue many other 
pamphlets, which are circulated, 
north and south by the thousand, in 
order to enlist interest in the work. 

I will send you under separate cover 
a number of them, which you may find 
of some interest, as well as showing 
the class of work that can be done by 
the Negro, under proper instruction 
and guidance. 

We are always pleased to hear en- 
couraging words of our graduates who 
in the maiu turn out satisfactory. 
The iulluence of Hampton seems to 
go with them, no matter where they 
make their homes, and it is very sel- 
dom indeed that a Hampton graduate 
becomes a discredit to the Alma 
Mater, hence I am glad to hear you 
speak so kindly of the one in your 
neighborhood. 

For your information 1 would state 
that nearly all the instructors at 
Hampton are white, of tiie 125 not 
more than ten or twelve are colored. 
At Tuskegee the reverse Is evident, 
All being colored. 1 have had charge 
of this department now for 24 years, 
having come from Delaware here in 
188G,'wlien the school wa* very^suiall 
in comparison with what it i* now, and 
when it was very little known of out- 
side of Massachusetts and New York, 
from which states it derived the bulk 
of it* assistance. Now no one can 
form an idea of its size without a 
visit to it, aud the verdict of those 
who come is generally that of the

The aim of ihc Federation is 
to make it feasible for the largest pos- 
sible proportion of wage earners to vis- 
it St. Louis and see the World's Fair, 
it will see that they are mel at the de- 
pot bv responsible persons and con- 
ducted to suitable lodgings, where they 
will be treated fairly. 

There will also be furnished, free of 
charge, appropriate itineraries Indicat- 
ing the points of Interest to be seen 
within a limit of one week, which is 
about the average time each party will 
spend here. It will iiiso indicate the 
objects of K] iecla 1 interest to various 
craftsmen in their particular Hues, so 
that they may devote as much (line 
ns possible to the objects of pccullur 
interest to them. These nml many oth- 
er efforts will he made lo help all wage 
earners to enjoy the heueflts of this 
great Exposition comfortably und ut uu 
expense within their lueuiiM.

Tin* magnolia, so called from l'lorre 
Maguol. professor of botany at Mont- 
pellier la the seventeenth century. Is a 
genus embracing fourteen species of 
remarkably handsome shrubs delicious- 
ly scented and far more hardy than is 
commonly supposed. They are very 
widely distributed in China, Japan and 
the Himalayas and in Mexico and the 
United States. 

The old world species seem to have 
been the earliest cultivated, the Chi- 
nese preserving the buds as well as 
using them medicinally and to season 
their rice. The purple flowered Japa- 
nese plant was discovered by Kremp- 
fer In 101*1 and introduced Into Eng- 
land in 17051. The Himalayas possess 
three varieties, among them the most 
magnificent of nil, Magnolia Campbell!, 
a conspicuous object in the scenery of 
Darjeeling, eighty feet high, twelve 
feet in girth, with flowers ten inches 
across. 

North America has given many dis- 
tinct varieties, among them the cu- 
cumber or umbrella tree, the beaver 
tree and the favorite Magnolia gra mil- 
lion!.

WORTH FORTUNES 

Twelve Hundred Kinds Are In China's 
Show at the World’s Falr--*Thc Most 

Populous Nation of the World For 
the First Time Makes an Exhibit 
Worthy of Her Greatness. 

Many expositions of stupendous char- 
acter make up the World’s Fair of 
1SNH. Each part Is a vast mid distinct 
show. Each building shelters ninny 
acres of wonderful things— wonderful 
because they ure tin* choicest of their 
kind. Every nation on the globe is 
represented. Every state and territory 
Is here with its best and making the 
most of its greatest opporl unity. 

The fact that Chinn lias not been n 
large exhibitor at world's fairs gives 
to her great exhibit lien* a prominence 
quite exceptional. It Is a wundcrland 
of Ingenious productions. We know 
China best by reason of her extensive 
exports of teas, which have found a 
vast market 111 the United States for 
generations. Her commercial Interests 
therefore prompted her to make a ills 
play of tens that we should not for- 
get. 

In sea hnl glass Jars China displays In 
the Liberal Arts l‘a lace some 1,200 
kinds of tea. Young llyson and Old 
Hyson have n string of tea relations 
longer than the genealogical chain of n 
Fly mouth Rock. They are neatly se- 
lected "chops,” in the language of the 
ten farmer, and these classes do not 
embrace medicinal teas, which are 
quite another lot in the rather modest 
number of 400. 

The teas exhibited vary hi price from 
a few cents a pound to boiiic rare and 
exclusive kinds that are worth their 
weight in gold, the tea In the latter 
cases being placed on one side of the 
scales and [Hire gold on the other— 
that Is lo say, the tea of this expensive 
kind is worth about i?2u gold an ounce. 
Only a very small quantity of this ex 
elusive leaf is exhibited, and it Is 
grown in carefully guarded tea planta- 
tions or gardens right under the slmd 
ows of the great wall of China. Its eul 
ti vat Ion is prohibited for any use save 
for the imperial family of China and a 
few of the favored high officials. 

Mention has been made of the word 
“chop” in connection with tea. and it 
may be interesting to the everyday 
reader to know what the word actually 
signifies. The tea leaf is grown in va- 
rious districts of the* Chinese empire on 
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large arcus of ground which are often 
mistaken for single plantations. Thil- 
ls lmrdly ever the case, as the largt 
tracts are very often owned by bun 
dreiis of different men. whose Individ 
ual plots of ground hearing tin* tea 
plants are carefully mapped out. so 
that each Individual owner may culti- 
vate and pick his own crop of tea. 
Each owner likewise markets his own 
tea and puts Ills own tqiecinl murk, oi 
, >liop,” on the packnges. Hence the 
term "chop” signifies an individual 
growth or picking of tea by one owner. 
In an area of tea land of. say. a thou 
sands acres, all apparently under om : 
ownership, there may be some forty, 
fifty or more owners of the plantation 
mid ii nisei plot illy a like number of 
"chops” of tea. 

Il must not lie Imagined Unit all these 
different owners of the tea get the 
same price for their commodity fat 
from it. as eaeli of these individual tea 
growers has his own secrets for Im- 
proving the quality and flavor of tea. 
Take, for instanee. the Amoy and l'u I 
clmu districts, whence most of the tea ! 
for tin* United States comes. The own 
ers of "chops” of tea varying from 10 
to 2 uu chests of .*>0 pounds each bring 
samples of their goods (o the various 
foreign merchants for sale. These lat- 
ter turn the Uliiiiese tea growers over 
to the good otilces of the foreign or 
American profession!!) tea tasicr, who 
pusses oil l lie goods us to price. The 
lea taster lias (!e samples infused, not 
bulled, iu Ids presence and pisses upon 
the quality, flavor, twang and manner 
of curing, fixing a price accordingly, 
from which there Is never any \striu- 
iloii and which the tea grower must ac- 
cept or go elsewhere to dispose of Ids 
wares. In a single tract of tea hunt 
like the one died above the price has 
ranged from 1-1 cents, the lowest, to 
•IHfei cents, tin* highest, per pound 
among sixty-one different tea produ- 
cers. A matter of great moment that 
also figures iu the price of tea is 
that very often tes from the same dis- 
trict will have the various "chops” 
Moult'd together lu order to produce 
special flavors.

With the retirement of Hon. Edwin 
R. Hoag of Chelsea from the Gover- 
ernor’s Council, it is conceded that 
the nomination belong to this end of 
the third district and there is a strong 
movement on foot in favor of the 
candidacy of Mr. G. Fred Simpson 
of this city.

Mr. Simpson is a new comer in 
political life, but is of the kind of 
men, that when they could be induced 
to accept office, this state has hitherto 
delighted to honor.

Amid the clash and din of state and 
national politics we hear occasional 
bits of news regarding plans for th e 
muncipal election in December. An 
imortant item this week is the posi- 
tive declination to continue in office, 
of Alderman George H. Mellen of 
Newton Highlands, who has rendered 
such excellent service during the^past 
four years. Representative men of 
that ward have succeeded, however, 
in obtaining tbe reluctant consent of 
Mr. Edward P. Bosson of Hillside 
road to stand in place of Alderman 
Mellen. Mr. Bosscn is a successful 
business man, who accepts public 
office as a matter of duty, and we con- 
gratulate the city upon the prospect 
of securing his services. 

We publish this week an interesting 
article on the brown tail moth, and a 
pertinent suggestion from a corres- 
pondent as to a public meeting. Let 
the good work continue.

To secure best results spray- 
ing should be done as soon as the 
foliage develops in the spring. Five 
pounds of the arsenate of lead paste 
to one hundred gallons of water is 
sufficient, or. If preferred, one pound 
of good Paris green kept well stirred 
may be applied in one hundred and 
fifty gallons of water. 

“Where the caterpillars swarm from 
trees along fences or on house walls 
the use of kerosene emulsion or strong 
soap suds Is advisable. Fall spraying 
with arsenate of lead is also effective, 
but the feeding of the caterpillars at 
that time of the year is usually of 
minor importance. 

Little good can be done in the way 
of collecting the eggs or trapping the 
moths by light, although many of the 
mature insects are destroyed by arc 
lamps. There is no method of com- 
hating the brown -tail moths that will 
give better results for the outlay than 
the destruction of the webs in the 
winter season, and thus if thoroughly 
carried out will be a sufficient pro- 
tection against damage by the insect. 
Cases will rise where the caterpillars 
swarm from adjoining estates, and 
where this occurs banding the trees 
with some sticky material as hereto- 
fore described will protect the foliage 
from harm. 

“Both the gypsy and brown-tail 
moths can be controlled by a thorough 
campaign over the infested municipal- 
ities. The work of the former gypsy 
moth committee has shown that the 
damage and annoyance of thorough 
remedial measures over the entire in- 
fested district. It is greatly to be 
hoped that some effort to systemati- 
cally control the spread of these pests 
may be instituted, to the end that 
property owners may be spared the 
annual visitation of the caterpillar 
scourge.” — Boston Transcript.

It Is equipped witli a reception room, 
ladles’ retiring rooms and check rooms, 
where parcels may bo left free of 
charge. Here will be kept a list of 
moderate priced rooms to aid visiting 
farmers tlielr families In procuring 
accommodations. 

The largest building on the grounds 
Is tho Palace of Agriculture, covering 
twenty acres, while the Palace of Hor- 
ticulture near by covers about n third 
ns much space. These two immense 
structures are filled with exhibits of 
the farm, garden and orehnrd of the 
most extensive and elaborate character, 
every state in the Union and most of 
the principal countries of the world 
being represented. 

Agriculture is given more prominence 
than any other department at the Ex- 
position, the paramount Importance of 
this great industry having been fully 
appreciated from the very beginning 
of the World’s Fair movement.

Y. M. C. A. 

The Board of Directors of the New- 
ton Y. M. C. A., has engaged Mr. 
Louis F. La Rose as Physical Direc- 
tor, for the coming year. Mr. 
LaRose is well qualified by study 
and experience, to conduct the physi- 
cal work of the Association, having 
studied at the Chicago Training 
School, and held the position of Ass’t 
Physical Director at Central Dep’t, 
Chicago, for two years. 

There will be classes for Business 
Men, Young Men, and Boys, at con- 
venient hours. The system taught, 
will be that devised by Mr. Ehlcr, 
physical director of Chicago for a long 
time, but who has now accepted the 
position of Director of Physical Cul 
ture of the Public Schools of Cleve- 
land. Gymnasium classes begin 
October 1st. The game and social 
rooms will be more attractive than 
ever. Socials, entertainments, and 
practical talks will be held frequently 
during the season. After Nov. 1st, 
meetings for men will be held on Sun- 
day afternoons. Bible classes will be 
organized, open to all young men, 
whether members or not. 


Mr. Hartvig Nissen, director of 
Physical Training in the Brookline 
public schools is one of the pioneers 
of the medical Gymnastcs and mas- 
sage treatment in the United States 
and has practised about thirty years 
iu this country and in Europe. He 
was established in Washington,!). C., 
between 1883 and 1891, when lie was 
called to Boston to introduce Swedish 
Gymnastics into the public schools 
there, and in 1900, he accepted the po- 
sition as Director of Physical Train- 
ing in Brookline schools. Between 
1886 and 1889, he was Instructor of 
Physical Training at the Johns Hop- 
kins Fniversity; between 1891 and 
1895, Instructor in Wellesley College 
and has been Instructor in Swedish 
Gymnastics and Massage at Harvard 
r Diversity Summer school ever since 
1891. 

Hundreds of Mr.Nissen’s pupils are 
now practising with great success, 
and a vast number of ladies and gen- 
tlemen have testified to his personal 
skill both as a teacher and a practi- 
tioner. Among others are: the lute 
Presidents of the t'uited States, Gen. 
I'. S. Grant, and Gen. Benj. Harri- 
son; the late Hon. James G. Blaine; 
the Secretary of State, Hon. John 
Hay, and nearly all t tie members of 
the Presidents' Cabinets and the for- 
eign diplomats in Washington be- 
tween 1883 and 1891. Mr. Nissen is 
located in the Warren Chambers, 419 
Boylstou street, Boston. 


New Express Management. 

Fifteen local and suburban express 
companies conducting business with- 
in a ten-mile radius of this city, have 
just been united into one organization 
known as the Boston and Suburban 
Express and Parcel Companies, The 
titw organization is a voluntary asso- 
ciation having a capitalization of 
5500,000. The officers are: President, 
Edward P. Shaw; vice president, A. 
A. Rothenberg; treasurer Samuel J. 
Shaw and secretary William R. Buck- 
minster. 

Headquarters for the big company 
will be established at once In the five 
buildings bounded by Broad. Battery- 
march and Hamilton streets. These 
buildings are seven stories In height 
and contain 70,000 square feet of floor 
space. 

A system will be put Into operation 
at once by the combination which will 
expedite the despatch of all express 
matter to and from outlying districts 
as well as in the city proper. The 
company has not been formed with a 
view or bringing about competition 
with existing express interests. The 
various expresses of the combination 
conducting business in the suburban 
districts will not have their present 
system disturbed, and will be operated 
under the existing names. Gradually, 
however, as the public gets accus- 
tomed to the new system, changes 
will be made in the several companies 
so that they may work in harmony 
with the changes to take place in the 
Boston system. " 

The plans of the new company pro- 
vide for the immediate introduction of 
an entirely new system In the busi- : 
ness district of Boston, which will 
bring about much quicker delivery and 
collection than the individual compan- 
ies have been able to give the mer- 
chants depending upon them for the 
transportation of goods. The down- 
town section of the citv h a s been di- 
vided off into districts and a large 
modern-equipped wagon will be as- 
signed to each that will be at work 
constantly picking up and delivering 
express matter. These city wagons 
at the beginning of the adoption of 
the new system will receive from 
the merchants all express packages 
for all places within the ten-mile 
radius. As the merchants become 
better acquainted with the system, 
arrangements will be made with the 
farther outlying companies to trans- 
fer the goods into their sections. Just 
as soon as the city wagons have com- 
pleted the rounds of their separate 
districts they will proceed to the main 
headquarters, which will act as a 
clearing office, and upon depositing 
the loads” will proceed to fill up with 
express matter brought from other 
points. The system also provides for 
the sale of stamps which may be pur- 
chased in any sized quantities by 
merchants or other persons desiring 
to despatch express matter. Stations 
will be established at convenient 
places where express packages may be 
left in safety until a wagon makes its 
rounds for collection. 

Three Newton expresses are included 
in this combination, Newcomb's of 
Newton, Eames’ of Newton Centre 
and Shelnut’s of Auburndale, Mr. 
Newcomb remains the manager of his 
line and will probably have charge of 
the entire Newton district. 

The new arrangement went into 
effect September 1st.

Since that time he 
has walked up Mount Washington six 
times, to say nothing of Lafayette, 
Cannon and Starr King. He has also 
walked three times over the North- 
ern Peaks, the last time a few 
weeks ago, with Mr. W. W. Hart.

NOT A COUNTY 
QUESTION AT ALL. 


The argument has been advanced 
and reiterated through the district 
press that the congressional candidate 
should be selected from Norfolk coun- 
ty because there are at present four 
members of congress who reside in 
Middlesex county, and no Norfolk 
county resident has the same honor. 

The four Middlesex county con- 
gressmen are Messrs. Tirrell, Rob- 
erts, McCall and Powers, and these 
representatives from the 4th, 7th, 8th 
and 12th districts respectively, rep- 
resent the more than 800,000 people 
living in those districts regardless of 
County lines, and the claim that Nor- 
folk county, as a county, is misrepre- 
sented or unrepresented is absurd, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that in 
1900 Norfolk county had a population 
of 151,539, while the population of 
Middlesex county was 565,696. Mem- 
bers of .congress have never been se- 
lected on the same basis of represen- 
tation as that on which county com- 
missioners are selected and the deter- 
mining factor in selecting a member 
of congress to represent the 200,000 
people of the 12th district should not 
be whether or not he lives on one side 
or the other of an imaginary line 
which puts two adjoining municipali- 
ties into different counties, but should 
be solely the personal qualification of 
the candidate and his fitness for the 
responsibilities and duties of the posi- 
tion. 

No matter whether he lives in 
Watertown of Middlesex, North At- 
tleboro of Bristol, Braintree of Nor- 
folk or Upton of Worcester, parts of 
all four of which counties are in the 
12th district. The representative 
selected should be the candidate best 
qualified for the position, and the 
voters of the district may be depended 
upon to act accordingly. 

Those who argue oil a basis of 
county representation in the halls of 
congress will admit that it is Nor- 
folk's loss that Capt. John W. Weeks 
has not lived for years in one of her 
smaller towns, but if he had he 
would not have had the opportunity 
of successful and commendable ex- 
perience in municipal administration 
which his five years’ service as aider- 
man and mayor of the city of Newton 
has given him. 

Had Capl. Weeks grown up and 
worked on a Norfolk county farm it 
would be greatly to his credit, but 
he would probably have lost the 
chance of an education in the United 
States Naval academy followed by ser- 
vice in the United States navy, still 
further by 10 years service in the 
Massachusetts Naval brigade, six 
years as commander, and active partic 
ipation in the Spanish war. 

Because his residence happens to be 
in Middlesex and not in Norfolk is 
not the reason for his prominence in 
the business life of Boston ami New 
England, nor does it explain how he 
was able to save from wreck one of 
the oldest Boston batiks by his finan- 
cial ability, integrity and force of 
character, taking charge of it at the 
brink of dissolution aud building it 


up until today few financial institu- 
tions In Boston stand higher. 

These qualifications of a candidate 
are personal to the individual and it ' 
is qualifications of this kind that fit | 
a representative to be what his con- 
stituency desire and expect— Brookline 
Press. 

Report of Nonantum 

Industrial School. 


On Wednesday morning, July 6, 
1904, the Nonatitum Industrial School 
was opened with an enrolment of 206 
children, their ages ranging from 4 to 
14 years. 

They were divided into six classes, 
each being allowed, as far as possi- 
ble, to decide in which class he would 
choose to work. 

Six teachers, with four assistants 
were in charge of the classes. We 
found it necessary, later, to engage 
an assistant teacher for the primary 
class, as many times the children iii- 
this department numbered 45. 

In the Kindergarten, where 39 chil- 
dren whose average age was 4 1-2 
years, were in daily attendance, the 
work was most satisfactorily carried 
on by Miss M- Louise Randall, with 
Miss Nellie E. Terrell, as assistant. 
The whole number enrolled in this 
department was 76. The cost of sup- 
plies was only S2.86, as there was al- 
ready on hand much occupation ma- 
terial that could be utilized. 

The primary class was in charge of 
Miss Ida E. Ward with Miss Mary 
S. Redican to assist her. 59 children 
were enrolled here with an average 
attendace of 35. As the average age 
of the class was 7 years, the manual 
work was necessarily simple. It 
comprised the cutting and pasting of 
pictures into scrap books, cardboard 
modelling and weaving on small 
looms. 54.04 was expended for sup- 
plies. 

Mr. C. C. Bradford, with Miss EUen 
Sullivan as assistant, conducted the 
work in the basketry department. 
The total enrollment was 64 boys. 
The average attendance was 24 and 
the average age was 9 years. Here 
the boys learned also to reseat chairs. 
The cost of materials for this depart- 
ment was 520.68. 

The classes in sewing and millinery 
were under the direction of Miss Car- 
olyn B. Brown and Mrs. S. L. Blue. 
Two classes each day alternated with 
the cooking classes, each class having 
a session of one and a half hours. 94 
were enrolled in this department with 
an average attendance of 42 girls 
whose average age was 11 years. For 
supplies we spent only S5.52 for the 
ladies oi the Social Science Club gave 
to the girls materials for shirt waists 
and dresses and we received from Otis 
Bros, of Newton a donation of 55 
worth of supplies. 

On Tuesdays and Thursdays, the 
girts received instruction in millinery 
under Mrs. Blue’s guidance. Hats 
and trimmnigs were solicited by the 
ladies and their friends. The children 
learned to line hats neatly and trim 
them most tastefully. The results of 
this new occupation were very satis- 
factory. On account of the liberal 
donations for this work, only 5.62 
was spent for supplies. 

In the cookiug department, where 
two classes were accommodated each 
morning, there was an average at- 
tendance of 17 children. The average 
age was 11 years. The cost of sup- 
plies was S16.01, Miss Stella M. 
Thayer assisted Miss Sarah L. Bates 
who had charge of the classes. 

In the woodwork department, we en- 
rolled 53 boya. 24 boys, svhose aver- 
age age was 12 years, were in daily 
attendance. Many useful household 
articles were made here with an ex- 
pense of 525.38 for supplies. Mr. J. 
E Owens directed the work, 

Tne total enrolment of the school 
was 357 children. The average attend- 
ance was 180. 

Many donations for the different 
departments were received, thus les- 
sening the expense of the school. 

The total cost of the school was 
5600.40. For tools for the woodwork 
department we spent 518.32. Tools for 
basketry cost 52.75. For sundries we 
spent $15.30. 

The salaries and carfares of the 
teachers amounted to 5488.69. 


Street Railway Notes 

The management of the Boston and 
Worcester Trolley Air Line have de- 
cided to maintain the fifteen minute 
schedule between Boston and Worces- 
ter as long as there is a demand for 
same. The foliage along the line is 
beginning to change and offers more 
of an attractive view than ever, and 
the riding between Boston and Wor- 
cester has been growing heavier as 
fall approaches. Over 80,000 fares 
were taken on Labor Day, which was 
the biggest day in the history of the 
road. Tiie finishing of all the double 
tracks over the private way of the 
Company makes it easier to maintain 
the schedule and makes the road more 
popular than ever. On account of the 
grandeur of the scenery along the line 
during the month of September, the 
Company expects as busy a season as 
during the summer traffic and are 
making preparations for ample accom- 
modations for its patrons. 

Newell C. Smith who has just re- 
sined aB superintendent of the New- 
ton division of the Newton street 
railway company, to accept the po- 
sition of superintendent of the Mystic 
Valley street railway at Mystic, 
Conn., was tendered a pleasant sur- 
prise early Thursday morning of last 
week by the employees and offiicals 
of the Boston Suburban Electric Com- 
pany. Shortly after 1 Supt. Smith 
was asked to come to the Norumbega 
car barn on Commonwealth avenue. 
He did so, and found the place in total 
darkness. As he groped his way 
through the door, the lights were sud- 
denly turned on, and he found himself 
facing some 200 employees of the 
company, who had assempled there to 
greet him- The barn had been taste- 
fully decorated for the occcaslou and 
tables spread for a banquet placed in 
the center of the floor. When Mr. 
Smith had recovered from his sur- 
prise, Pres. Adams D. Ciaflin of the 
company, in a graceful speech, pre- 
sented the retiring official with a 
handsome engraved silver service and 
a purse of f5u in gold, the gift of the 


officials and employees, of the com- 
pany. Mr. Smith was taken coni- I 
pletely by surprise, but responded in | 
a few well chosen words, in which he i 
expressed his gratitude at the re- 
ception accorded him, and hls regret 
at leaving the service of the road 
with which he has been associated 
since 1896. The company then sat 
down to the banquet. I’res. Ciaflin 
presided and acted as toastmaster. 
There were brief speeches by the 
officials of the road, the division 
superintendents and some of the em- 
ployees. 

Mr. Burr's Will. 

The will of Isaac Tucker Burr of 
Newton, who died Aug. 31 has been 
filed for probate at East Cambridge. 
The estate is thought to be valued at 
52,000,000. His sons, Herman Mer- 
rick Burr, Isaac Tucker Burr, Win- I 
throp Burr and Allston Burr, and 
their survivors, are made executors 
and trustees of all trust funds. He 
expressed the wish that the number 
of trustees of anv trust fund shall not 
be less than two at any one time, and 
in case of death the trustees shall be 
appointed by the probate court or any 
other court having jurisdiction. 

To his wife, Anna Francis, he 
leaves 5100,000, to his sister Cather- 
ine he gives 51000, and to his sister 
Martha 53000. To his daughters An- 
na and Cora, and to his four sons 
named above, he gives 5100,000 each, 
while to his youngest daughter Ber- 
tha, who is otherwise provided for, 
he gives 51000. To Amanda, the 
widow of his brother Johu, he be- 
queathed 55000. All the employees at 
his residence who have been there for 
three j*ears prior to his death, he 
gives 5200 each. 

A trust fund of 510,000 is set aside, 
the income to be paid semiannually 
to Mary A. Townsend of Lancaster. 
A trust fund of 525,000 is also created 
the income to be paid semiannually to 
Nellie Burr Leonard. The rest and 
residue of the estate is left to his 
wife, income to be paid semiannually 
and at her death to be divided among 
her children. The will is returnable 
Oct. 11. 

First Church in Newton. 

The most nteresting event in this 
city next week will be the dedicatory 
services at the First (Congregational) 
church in Newton at Newton Centre. 
The present structure is the sixth in 
the history of the society and cost 
5107,100. It occupies a site selected 
about 1712 by a committee of the Gen- 
eral Court as the exact geographical 
centre of the town, for the erection 
of the. 3rd building of the society. 
The two previous buildings having 
been located on Centre street, first at 
the old cemetery and afterwards on 
the Colby estate. 

The First church was established in 
1664 and up to 1781 was the only 
chuich in town. At that time the 2ud 
Congregational Society was formed 
and followed by others since 1840. 
During the 240 years of its history, 
there have been, but 6 buildings, an 
avetage of 40 years each, and 10 
ministers, or an average of 24 years 
each. A truly remarkable record.

The feature of the week hi congres- 
sional politics was a violent attack 
on the record of Captain Weeks, an 
imtendo upon his chaiacter and an 
hysterical appeal to the Christian 
poeple of the district to support his 
opponent. 

The character of our ex-mayor 
needs no defence in this city of his 
home, but it may not be amiss to in- 
form the voters of the Twelfth Con- 
gressional district, that if ever a po- 
litical candidate deserved the hearty, 
yea. enthusiastic support of Christian 
people it is the Hon. John W. Weeks. 

Captain Weeks is a member of the 
First Unitarian Society in Newton, 
has served as a member and chairman 
of its standing committee, and is a 
regular attendant upon its church 
services. In all matters pertaining 
to the welfare of that church and its 
influence for the uplift of humanity, 
his advice and influence are eagerly 
sought, freely given and heartily wel- 
comed. He is, moreover, a believer 
in the practical application of Chris- 
tian principles in daily life, and has 
labored long and hard towards awak- 
ening the interest of the church peo- 
ple of this city, in the cause of good 
government. He has spoken many 
times in the various churches of New- 
ton on this phase of Christian work 
and has received the title of “the 
apostle of good citizenship” from his 
friends. 

The filing of Republican nomina- 
tion papers last Wednesday disclosed 
the interesting fact that after weeks 
of hard work, the Demis supporters 
in this city were only able to secure 
delegations in three wards of the 
city. The canvas for delegates in 
the Bemis interests has been thorough 
many representative men being ap- 
proached and refusing to oppose the 
candidacy of Captain Weeks. In 
wards where no lists were filed, it is 
fair to suppose that the Bemis sup- 
porters are numerically weak and with 
one or two exceptions the lists filed 
are not of a character to ensure very- 
strong support. Cant. Weeks will be 
heartily supported in this city and 
he will receive the vote of every New- 
ton delegate in the convention. 

Two hundred and forty years is a 
long period of time, even for such 
fundamental principles as are repre- 
sented by the church, and Newton 
may well be proud ol the history of 
its First Church, which celebrates 
such an anniversary next week, by- 
dedicating a new and beautiful house 
of worship. 

An elaborate program has been pre- 
pared, of which an important feature 
are the fellowship meetings with 
their brother Congregational church- 
es, and with the churches of Newton 
Centre. The whole city will join in 
congratulations to the Society on its 
past and in best wishes for its future. 

Mr. Fred H. Tucker of Ward One, 
who has been a very active and effi- 
cient member of the school committee 
during the past three years has been 
persuaded to stand for re-election. 
This will be good news indeed as it 
is an excellent policy for the city to 
continue the present school board in 
office as long as possible. 

The enthusiasm which ha6 develop- 
ed over the candidacy of Mr. Simpson 
for the Governor's council has aston- 
ished the politicians of the district 
and argurs well for his selection for 
this honorable position. 

M< . Greenwood Dead. 

Samuel G. Greenwood, a well known 
shorthand teacher, died Wednesday at 
his home, 10 Highland terrace, New- 
ton ville. He had been ill for several 
weeks. He was bom in Buenos Aryes 
in 1849. He was engaged in business 
in Chicago, later removing to Bos- 
ton. About 17 years ago he opened a 
shorthand school. He formerly taught 
in the evening schools at Lynn. For 
10 years he was superintendent of the 
Sunday school in the Phillips Congre- 
gation aUlhurcb, Watertown, and for 
two years in Park Street Church. 
During the Indian wars Mr. Green- 
wood served in the regular army un- 
der Geu. Custer. A widow survives. 
Funeral services will be held tomor- 
row afternoou at 2:30. 


Nomination papers for the primary 
election to be held Sept. 27th were 
filed Wednesday afternoon at the 
offices of the several city committees 
of the republican, democratic and 
socialist parties. 

At the republican headquarters in 
the Masonic building, NewtOttvillc, 
the greatest interest centered in the 
possibility of contests over delegates 
to the congressional convention, 
where Hon. John W. Weeks of this 
city is a leading candidate.

Street Railway Notes 


The Newton Street Railway feels 
that they can accommodate their pat- 
rons by decreasing the runinng time 
ou some of their lines, particularly is 
this true on the line between Newton 
and Newton Lower Falls. The great- 
est obstacle to overcome in connection 
with this is the very large number of 
stops necessitated by the bridges cros- 
sing the Boston and Albany tracks. 
At each of these points it is necessary 
for the cars to come to a* full stop, 
and when one realizes that there are 8 
to 10 of these it can be readily appre- 
ciated how much time is lost. In their 
endeavor to do away with as many of 
these regular stops as possible, they 
have had signs placed at Newtonville 
Square and at Commonwealth Aveuuo 
and Washington street, by mean* of 
which they hope to inform the public 
that the cars will stop only ou the uear 
side of the crossiug at these two 
points. This will cut out no regular 
stop, as the cars now stop before 
crossing the tracks and again come to 
a full stop after crossing the tracks. 
The rai way feels that their patrons 
will appreciate the wisdom of this 
move and the people will very quick- 
ly understand this change and govern 
themselves accordingly. The Street 
Railway are making these changes 
and anticipate making more, in the 
belief that anything of this kind will 
better accommodate its patrons.

BANNS OF MARRIAGE. 


A Custom Th nt UntPN Hnck to the 
Primitive t'hrlNllan Clturclt. 

The vuHtnin of publiHhing the bnnns 
of marriage dates back to the primi- 
tive church, for TertuUJun, who died 
A. D. 240, states that warning of In- 
tended mnrrlnges was given among the 
cm ly Christians. 

It appears that the publication of 
bnnns wns habitual In many places 
long before there wns any general law 
on the subject, since Gregory IV. (1108- 
1210) speaks of the bnnns (from Latin 
Imnnum, a proclamation; Anglo-Saxon, 
ban) being given out In ebureb, ac- 
cording to custom. The practice was 
introduced Into France about the ninth 
century nml in 1170 was enforced In 
the diocese of Paris. 

The earliest enactment on the sub- 
ject in England wns an order made in 
the synod of Westminster In 3200 to 
the effect that no marriage should be 
celebrated till the banns hml been pub- 
lished in the church on throe several 
Sundays or feast days. This rule wns 
made obligatory throughout the church 
by the fourth Lateral) council held in 
Rome In 3215. By act of parliament 
bnnns must now be given out In Eng- 
land on three Sundays.— London An- 
swers. 

MEN'S HATS IN KOREA. 


The Reason They Are Wide Brimmed, 
IIIbIi and FruKlie, 

In a lecture on Korea, Burton Holmes, 
speaking of the men’s hats, said: 

“Though Korea and especially Seoul 
has many foreigners and the people 
have become accustomed to strangers, 
they adhere closely to their curious 
costumes, the hat being the most im- 
passive part of the garb. The Korean 
gentleman never removes his hat In the 
presence of company, either in the 
bouse or outside. The hat must be 
worn constantly during waking hours. 

“The hut consists of a wide brim and 
a crown high enough to contain tho 
topknot. The hats are made of many 
materials and vary in price from $2 to 
540. Their form dates back to a time, 
centuries ago, when a king who was 
fearful of plots aiul conspiracies de- 
vised the head wear ns a protection 
against his noble enemies.

Then in order to pre- 
vent fighting on the street he ordered 
that these hats be made of a thin 
porcelain. In case of a fight the hat 
would certainly be broken. This would 
necessitate explanations from the no- 
bleman, and street rows were thereby 
ended. 

’'Though the hats are no longer mudo 
of porcelain, they are sutilelently frag- 
ile to Ik* broken If flic wearers engage 
in any violent demonstrations.”

The Administration building Is a rep- 
lica of the government offices In Ma- 
nila, while the Art and Education 
building reproduces In miniature the 
cathedral within the walk'd city, even 
the mellowed tints of age being faith- 
fully rendered. A section of the an- 
cient but still serviceable town wall 
has been reconstructed to serve the dou- 
ble purple «f a gateway to the show 
and a museum of arms and war relics. 
The other main edifices are types of 
Filipino homes, being built of undress- 
ed timber, bamboo and rattan, with 
thatche^yoofs jiud y.road vcrunJal 
Then there are the tribal villages 
nestling under the trees, some of the 
houses perched high up among the 
boughs, others on piles nbove the wa- 
iters of th^ Arrow hem} jakO j all^rf tltf m 
‘f&tuaT dwellings fashioned of native 
materials bj; native workmanship and 
illustrating Hie manners, customs and 
pursuits of their occupants. Here are 
women weaving a coarse cloth on a 
rude hand loom, others making bas- 
kets, others tending Irrigated fields of 
rice. One group of men are in village 
council, trying an offender according 
to their tribal laws; others are slowly 
movjng in u circular dunce to the thuiyp 
o? tomtoms and the clung of brass 
gongs; others, again, are smelting iron 
hy the aid of a primitive but most in- 
genious bellows, the constituent parts 
of which are a bamboo tube and an nir- 
tight mop of feathers working therein 
like the piston of a syringe. And three 
ore but a few of an almost endless va- 
riety of life pictures. 

The etlinologicul problem is u some- 
what complicated one; but. although 
there are no fewer thuu sixteen races 
represented among the village dwellers, 
the scouts anil the constabulary, each 
race speaking Its own dtulect and fol- 
lowing Its own customs, all may be 
roughly classified Into four groups— 
the true aboriginals or non-Malays, the 
pagan Malays, the Christian Malays 
and the Mohammedan Malays. 

The first are the dwarf Negritos, with 
dark skins urul woolly heads, wearers 
of scanty raiment, proficient In till* use 
of the bow and poisoned arrow, a race 
of nomads and forest dwellers, pagans 
pure and simple. They live in their 
own stockaded village. 

Next to them are the Igor rotes, 
whose origin Is traced back to the first 
wave of Malay invasion. Here, again, 
we have scanty clothing, amounting 
« 1 most to nudity, hut copper colored 
skins, long wavy tresses, pleasant fea- 
tured faces ami fine physiques, even 
though the stature he small. Among 
these pagan Malays are tin* head hunt- 
ers and the dog eaters. They are sav- 
ages. yet have their code of laws nud a 
knowledge of several primitive indus- 
tries. 

The Christian Malays, produced by 
the second wave of Invasion, are rep- 
resented by the Vlsuyuns. u tall und 
handsome race, dressing well, living In 
pretty homes, skilled in weaving, dye- 
ing. bushel muking, hut making, w<*od 
carving and other hundlcrufls, musi- 
cians of uo iiicuii merit, the one group 
of native* who curue early and thor- 
oughly under the Influence of the early 
Spanish settlers.

The fiction includes short stories of 
politics, of love, of childhood, of army 
life and a lively humorous sketch of 
rural life. 

The Home department contains a 
wealth of helpful suggestions given 
by twenty American housewives who 
have tested and proved their efficacy; 
it offers also several brief, bright, 
homey essays and poems. 

McClure’s Magazine for September 
is a vigorous expression of American 
life and interest, part fact, pari fic- 
tion, all entertaining. Several serious 
articles give it commanding import- 
ance and character. Of these William 
Allen White writes of “Roosevelt and 
the Postal Frauds,” and in clear 
and concise manner he tells the en- 
grossing story of this great crime 
against the government and the man- 
ner of its exposure. But he does more. 
He reads the lesson of these events 
and keenly characterizes the men who 
made them. It is in all an article 
which every American citizen will 
want and ought to read. Ida M. Tar- 
bell gets at the very heart of the trust 
question in her Standard Oil History 
in a masterly paper on “The Price 
•of Oil.” Here is what the consumer 
wants to know, how the trust affects 
prices. Miss Tarbell traces the varia- 
tion of oil prices under the Standard’s 
manipulations from the beginnigand 
draw6 convincing conclusions from 
an overwhelming array of facts, evi- 
dently wrought out with infinite 
pains. New and intimately interest- 
ing side-lights are thrown on the 
South during the Civil War in “Mem- 
ories of the Beginning and End of 
the Southern Confederacy, "by Louise 
Wigfall Wright, daughter of Louis T.

He dramat- 
ically describes the noble heroism of 
a Virginia cavalryman, the making 
f a man under the stress of high duty 
and opportunity. Charles Fleming 
Etubree gives a splendid character 
sketch and a true picture of men and 
life in the Middle West in “The 
:hmnp”The evolution of The Chump 
uto greatness by the impelling force 
if a great love is a story worth the 
elliug.

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For a World Congress. 

The Evangelical Congregational 
Church of Aubiirndalc. at a special 
business nice tins called for the pur- 
pose last Friday evening. passed 
votes in support of the resolutions of 
the legislature of 1903, which are now 
pending before Congress, in favor of 
a regular international congress. 
Three votes were passed. One was a 
direct indorsement of the resolutions 
by the church "in order to help to 
promote the peace of the world.” 
The second commended them to the 
Suffolk West Conference, of whihe the 
church is a member, and instructed 
its representatives in the conference 
to support the resolutions by voice 
and vote. The third asked the Na- 
tional Congregational Council to in- 
dorse the resolutions and to commend 
them to the Congregational churches 
of the country. The resolutions in 
question are as follows: 

" Resol vec. That the Congress of the 
United States be requested to author- 
ize the president of the United States 
to invite the governments of the world 
to join in establishing in whatever 
way they may judge expedient, a reg- 
ular international congress, to meet 
at stated periods, to deliberate upon 
the various questions of common in- 
terest to the nations and to make 
recommendations thereon to the gov- 
ernments. 

"Resolved, That a copy of these 
resolutions be sent to the senior sen- 
ator and the senior representative of 
Massachusetts in Congress to be pre- 
sented in their respective brauches.” 

The action of the church was unan- 
imous, except one vote given against 
the first vote above named. The sub- 
ject has no denominational bearing 
whatever and it is competent for any 
religious or- business or other organi 
station, desiring to help to promote 
the peace of the world, to transmit to 
Congress a vote supporting the Mas- 
sachusetts resolutions, which are be 
lieved to be a practical step toward 
the unity and peace of the world.

There is said to"be an interesting 
story with regard to the circumstan- 
ces leading up to the raid Saturday 
night.lt was at the instigation of Chief 
Tarbox that the inn was put under 
police surveillance, and, owing to the 
existing friction on between the chief 
and Mayor Weed, whose campaign 
against the alleged illegal liquor 
traffic in this city has aroused much 
comment it is a significant fact that 
the raid was made during the ab* | 
sencc of the mayor from the city on a !

Literary Notes. 

McClure’s for October is timely in 
the best sense. In the dramatic story 
of Governor LaFollete and the fierce 
political war which is rending the 
State of Wisconsin. Lincoln Steffens 
has found material, not only for a 
stirring story, but for the presenta- 
tion of facts and principles of the 
gravest significance to the Republic. 
In sharp contrast appears an inspir- 
ing sketch of George William Curtis— 
"Friend of the Republic" the editor 
well styles him- by Carl Schnrz. Here 
is a most attractive picture of the 
finest type of the American gentle- 
man, the ideal citizen, written by one 
who knew and appreciated his great 
worth. The climax of Ida M, Tar- 
bell’s monumental “ History of the 
Standard Oil Company” is reached in 
a chapter of Conclusions. ” In con- 
vincing array she presents the facts 
she has unearthed concerning the 
great trust, with such infinite pains 
and remorseless thoroughness. John 
La Farge discusses five great works 
of Kubens in this selection of “Otic 
Hundred Masterpieces of Painting,” 
under the classification of "Tri- 
umuhs.” In "A Good Samaritan,” 
Mary R. Shipman Andrews, de- 
scribes the humorous experiences of 
a young rector and an intoxicated 
friend whom he feels in duty bound 
to escort home. There is a love story 
and real human interest along with 
it. Lloyd Osborue in "Glass-Eyed 
Bill” has done one of his very best, 
full of dry humor, and a most inter- 
esting situation. Eugene Wood offers 
another of his bully bits of comedy 
from real life in describing the ‘‘Fire- 
men’s Tournament.” As usual there 
is a bright story of children, this time 
“A Fruit of the Fair,” by Marion 
Hill with some wonderful drawings 
by F. Y. Cory. Leroy Scott tells a 
fascinating story of mingled pathos, 
humor and tragedy in "The Prison 
Days of Billy MacChecck.” 


Two canoeists, a young woman and 
her escort, had a narrow escape from 
drowning Sunday afternoon in the 
Charles river at the Weston bridge, 
Auburndale. But for the presence cf 
mind of Patrolman Kimball of the 
Newton police, both would have prob- 
aby lost their lives. The officer, while 
on the bridge, heard a canoe upset be- 
neath one of the arches in the bridge 
followed by the noise of a struggle in 
the water.

Their 
canoe had sunk, and, excepting for 
the bit of dress, had carried the young 
woman down with it. 

As they were washed out of the 
arch, officer Kimball succeeded in 
dropping the life preserver over the 
man's head. Though nearly exhaust- 
ed, the man secured a firm hold on 
the preserver. By pulling on the rope 
attached to it, Kimball managed to 
drag both of the young people partly 
out of the water, and to keep them 
there until the park police boat came 
to his assistance. 

The man and woman were taken to 
the park police office, and it was sev- 
eral hours before they recovered from 
the effects of their bath. The young 
people belong in Brookline, tint their 
names could not be learned.

First Church in Newton Enters its 
New Building. 

A Week of Religious, Socitil einti 
Historical Services. 


The venerable First Church in New- 
ton, with its long ami honorable his- 
tory, has had a triple celebration this 
week. This year, which marks the 
240th anniversary of its founding, the 
tenth anniversary ot its pastorate of 
Kcv. Kdward M. Noyes, also includes 
the dedication of its new and beauti- 
ful house of worship. 

The exercises began la9t Friday 
evening with a preparatory lecture, 
were continued Sunday witn the for- 
mal dedication, communion and fel- 
lowship services, followed by a recep- 
tion to the pastor and wife on Wed* 
nesday, and after a fellowship service 
for the village of Newton Centre, 
this evening, will conclude next Sun- 
day with an historical service, Sun- 
day School Rally and Christian En- 
deavor Rally. 

The dedication service last Sunday 
attracted an audience, which included 
representatives from the entire city, 
and crowded the beautiful auditorium 
to the very doors. 

The program was in excellent taste, 
bearing a fine cut of the church on 
the front cover, and a smaller and 
different view of the structure on the 
back cover. The program gives the 
exercises for the entire week, and 
brief facts regarding the history of 
the church, its ministers and items 
of interest relating to the new build- 
i ng.

“This church is the material ex- 
pression of the Christian faith and 
sclf-sacriticc of all these people.

Mr. Burton Payne Gray, Chairman 
of the Prudential Committee, in ac- 
cepting the keys said:

Church in Newton, Massachusetts, 
and in its behalf, I accept this prop 
erty, this beautiful structure, and for 
the church I promise it shall he used 
only for those purposes which will 
extend the kingdom of Christ on 
earth, and for the worship of Al- 
mighty Clod.” 

At the conclusion of the services, 
the audience was invited to inspect 
the building. 

The new building is a noteworthy 
example of a line old type of archi- 
tecture, the English village church. 
In plan it is the shape of a Roman 
cross -the usual English church plan. 


tracery with each member the con- 
nected outgrowth of the parts below,

Kelsey, 
Chairman of the Building Committee 
said : 

**A general statement about the 
construction of this building will be 
touud in the third reading page of 
the program in your hands. The 
building committee will make a more 
detailed report to the church at an 
early date. Subscriptions have been 
received from 357 individuals. In 
addition every organization in this 
church has contributed liberally to the 
construction of this building, ami a 
committee of the ladies has taken en- 
tire charge of the furnishing ami has 
provided the funds therefor. 

“To the various firms engaged in 
the erection and furnishing of this 
building this church owes a public 
expression of appreciation. We can 
pay the bills they render, but we owe 
them more than this for the interest 
and the spirit of cooperation which 
they have shown from the very li.'- 
giiniiug to the final completion of 
the structure. 

“In the years to come we hope lo 
add materially to the beauty and use- 
fulness of this church. Amung other 


The transepts at present arc short, 
but capable of great enlargement and 
consequent additional seating capac- 
ity. The chape) is placed in the rear 
of the church. In front is a massive 
square tower, buttressed at the cor- 
ners, Hat-topped and crowned with a 
battlemented parapet. The main en- 
trance, a great arched doorway, is 
through the tower. The exterior of 
the church is of Ouincy seam-faccd 
granite of a reddish yellow tint, giv- 
ing a warm and varied color to the 
walls. The corner trimmings, the 
window sills, lintels and tracery are 
of Indiana limestone. 

Inside, the tower vestibule has a 
lloor of tiles, with a wainscoting and 
beamed ceiling of oak. The audito- 
rium, with a seating capacity of 
seven hundred and sixty-five, like- 
wise has a wainscoting ot oak ex- 
tending entirely around its walls. 
Great beams spring from the walls 
to the ridge, supporting the roof. 
Kichly moulded rafters divide this 
roof into panels, ami the beams them- 
selves are moulded and curved in 
true Gothic style. In each transept 
is a great window of stone tracery 
and stained glass, a piece of work 
which recalls the splendid windows of 
the Kuglish minsters. The walls of 
the auditorium are richly dccoruleti 
in tints of red, with gold, and the 
carpet, cushions am) furnishings are 
all in harmony with the decorations. 
In theorem* of the auditorium a gal- 
lery extends the width of the church, 
supported on perpendicular arches, 
with a panel and moulded railing 
Closing it in. From tiiis gallery a 
stairway leads into an extra room in 
the tower. 

The stained glass memorial win- 
dows add in licit beauty ami richness 
of color to the auditorium. In the 
south transept the great traced *d 
window is the gift of Arthur l\ Wal- 
worth in memory of his father and 
mother. The desire to keep tiie in- 
terior of the church light suggested 
ill-* adoption of a canopied design 
similar to the Knclidi windows of the 
perpendicular perio I. In constructing 
the canopies to run up through the 


orv of her father ami mother. Each 
of the three openings is enclosed in 
an elaborate canopy, in keeping with 
the window immediately next it. The 
subject is “Christ sending out his 
disciples into all the world to preach 
the gospel”. 

The Hyde window, also in the south 
wall of the auditorium, follows the 
same general scheme and canopies 
are used in the same manner as in 
the other windows. The subject is 
the “Holy Family” in the middle 
| opening, with the “Shepherds” and 
“Magi” on either hand adoring the 
“Christ Child.” At the base of the 
window is the following inscription: 

“The gift of Elizabeth M, Hills, in 
| memory of my father. Leonard Hyde. 
Erected Sept 15. 19i>4,” 

These three windows, made by 
Harry E. Goodhue of Cambridge, are 
executed in the style of the old Eng- 
lish glass, the material in each case 
being transparent, imported from 
England and Germany. The win- 
dows of the north transept ami wall 
are as yet in plain glass. 

Various pieces of memorial furni- 
ture have been given to the Church 
to add to the beauty of its interior. A 
richly carved and moulded pulpit, 
hearing the inscription “In Mcuiorinm 
Kingsbury” and a trio of minister’s 
chairs are the gift of the Isaac Kings- 
bury family; a coimmion table by 
Hon. Henry E. Cobb; ami a baptis- 
mal font by the daughters of Mr. ami 
Mrs. W. J. Welch; all carved ill the 
Gothic style. An organ too, will be 
placed in the Church when the archi - 
vets’ designs are completed ami real- 
ized. 

In the Chapel Building, on the first 
door, are a Sunday- school room, a la- 
dies’ parlor, a classroom, library and 
side entrances to the church, with 
stairways to the llaor above, t hi this 
second door there are classrooms and 
an infants’ room. In the basement 
are the kitchen, with all modern ar- 
rangements ami c jiiveiiicuccs, ami a 
dining room of ample size for any 
festive gathering it being in fact as 
Urge as the Sunday school room 
above.

Then came Darwin 
aiul his theory of evolution, and the 
wonderful discoveries of biology, — ut- 
terly revolutionizing, not only relig- 
ious traditions, but all the scientific 
conceptions of the origin amt progress 
o- life on the planet; and me i sail 
once more, that not only were the 
foundations which God had laid being 
broken up. but the very foundations 
for man’s faith in any God at all were 
being dissolved; aiul that the universe 
must be regulated to atheism, or at 
least to pantheism. And yet through 
it all, there was no change in the 
ideal conception of righteousness. 
The questions evidently had no very 
important bearing upon fundamental 
duty, or upon the c icf end and aim 
of man's existence. 

And then later, and within the 
memory of the youngest, there have 
arisen, within all religious sects and 
denominations, those questions of 
criticism, which have shaken all the 
old theories of inspir t on; subjecting 
the structure of written revelation to 
a sifting and winnowing which has 
left us all iu suspense as to any fixed 
scheme or theory. And yet nobody 
is in auv suspense at all concerning 
what Christianity is, or what a Chris- 
tian should be: that is, concerning 
the ideal which is obligatory upon 
universal manhood. 

Mow here is a little poem which I 
find in an old collectio i of Oriental 
literature. It will not take two min- I 
utes to read it, and I am going to read 
it to you. Some of von will probably 
recollect having seen it. Possibly 
some of you learned it, as I did in 
childhood, —along with Longfellow’s 
Psalm of Life, and other things 
1 which have stuck in your memory 
through all the years. Here it is: 

I Blessed is the man that walketh not 
in the counsel of the ungodly, nor 
staudeth in the way of sinners, nor 
I sitteth in the seat of the scornful. 

I But his delight is in the law of the 
Lord; and in His law doth he medi- 
tate day and night. 

And he shall be like a tree planted 
by the rivers of water, that bring 
eth forth his fruit in his season; his 
leaf also shall not wither and whaso- 
ever he doeth shall prosper. 

The ungodly are not so; but are like 
the chaff which the wind driveth 
away. 

Therefore the ungodly shall not 
stand in the judgment, nor sinners in 
the congregation of the righteous. 

For tiie Lord kilo we th the way of 
the righteous; but the way of the un- 
godly shall perish. 

Now where did that come from? 
Nobody knows; least of all the man 
who says he knows. For more than 
live hundred years scholars have 
differed widely as to its authorship. 
David, Solomon, Josiah. Jeremiah, 
Kara, Alexander Jaunacus and many 
' others, have been named, and men 
today are as much in the dark as ever 
about its human origin. But wuat 
does it matter? Who cares who first 
, dug up the Koh-i-noor? We all know 
it for a priceless "gem. The truth is 
that the Spirit of all life and truth 
| and beauty, from God, produced it; 

, wrought it in the matrix of human 
thought and feeling and experience, 
and caused some human tongue to 
speak, and some human pen to record 
it. The little song is susceptible of 
a great deal of couimeut, but really, 
for practical purposes, it does not 
need any comment at all. It is the 
simplest and most luminous picture 
possible of a good man. It is char- 
acter ideally crystallized. The crit- 
ical questions as to its age aiul au- 
thorship in nowise nliect its value. 
If Miiueone should by and by rise up 
and say that it docs not belong iu 
the Bible at all, and should revise it 
out of the book altogether, what dif- 
ference would it make/ It would still 
carry the ideal. *T*he foundation of 
I God staudeth sure.” 

I Now I do not kuo.v whether St. Paul 
had this little poem immediately iu 
I mind or not, when he wrote his letter 
to Timothy. It would almost seem 
that he had. But whether he had or 
not, it i> impossible to ignore the 
close coincidence between the ideal, 
sketched in the Psalm and what the 
apostle is insisting upon. The same 
lines are conspicuous in b>th. The 
I only difference is that the Psalmist 
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II Timothy Nevertheless* the 

fou it. 1 at ion oi' God staudeth sure, hav- 
ing this seal: The Lord knoweth 
them that are llis, and. Let everyone 
that tiimeth the name of Christ de- 
part from iniquity. 

It is a c Jin fort someti ucs to look at 
the North star, and to bz reminded, 
amidst all the uncertainties by which 
we are confronted, that some things 
arc certain. Such is the suggestion 
of this “Nevertheless” of the apostle. 
Evidently, Hvr’.enaeus and Phi Ictus 
were causing a good deal of mental 
perturbation among the Christians at 
Kphesus. They had started some dis- 
turbing speculations, about the resur- 
rection atul other matters. ThCaC 
questions were diverting men from 
the main business of Christianity, 
which was, and is, to make men bet- 
ter here and now — resurrection or no 
resurrection; to bring God nearer to 
men, and men nearer to God, ami to 
help them depart from unrighteous- 
ness. <lf course, when speculative 
questions arise iti a Christian commu- 
nity and set all thought iu a ferment, 
nothing is more natural than for the 
Christian minister to think that he 
must take a hand in the business, and 
control, or at least guide, the course 
of his people s cogitation. Perhaps 
Timothy thought so. Sometimes this 
may be wise; of toner, probably, it is 
not. 

Paul, who had 
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prehetisivc, and minute. But what 
Paul asserted was, that God knoweth 
them that are His. with a recognition 
of delight and sympathy, as wo know 
those who love and care for the same 
things that wo do; as friend knows 
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37:181 “The Lord knoweth them 
that trust in Him.” (Xah. 1:7) “I 
know him, that he will command 
his children and his household after 
him” (Genesis 18.19.) It is to be in- 
terested in one, so that you will take 
care and trouble for him. Now such 
knowledge carries mutuality, reci- 
procity. It is never one sided. The 
experience of such a knowledge 
egets an answering knowledge. And 
so we find this same apostle saying 
“I know Him whom I have believed” 
Here, then, we strike the first funda- 
mental and abiding fact — a personal 
&ymp atliy which God and the soul are 
real to each other. There is commit- 
inty of feeling and aim, correspond- 
ence of desire and purpose; harmony 
of intent atid will. The heart of God 
and the heart of the man stand re- 
vealed to each other. Such knowledge 
deepens experience, and such expe- 
rience extends knowledge. The soul 
grows ever more and more clear-sight- 
ed in what God is; in what God loves; 
in what God desires for it and for all 
men. Changing creeds do not trouble 
it. Theological constructions, and 
intellectual apprehensions, aiul meta- 
plizysical discriminations, and fine 
spun dialectics, and perplexing cas- 
uitries, rise and mass themselves, 
and till the atmosphere, and change 
and pass away to be replaced by 
others; but through it all the “Lord 
knoweth them that are His.” and they 
that are His know Him. This is one 
mark of the foundation that staudeth 
sure, says Paul. Well, now turn back 
to the little old Hebrew songs; to the 
Psalmist’s concrete picurcof the good 
man, and what does it say? From 
away back here, hundreds of years 
before Paul was heard of, the words 
come floating down to us, “The Lord 
knoweth the wav of the righteous” — 
sets His eye upon it with delighted 
approval. It must abide, because the 
Lord who knows and loves it abides. 
This foundation staudeth sure; but 
the wav of the unrighteous shall 
perish; it is like “chaff which the 
wind driveth away.” 

But this unchanging thing carries 
upon it another mark. The founda- 
tion is sealed wih a double inscription 
or legend. “The Lord knoweth them 
that are His” indicates a secret fact 
that lies down in the dephs of person- 
al experience. It is between the soul 
and its God. There is another token 
that lies open to the view of all man- 
kind— “Let everyone that uaiueth 
the name of the L«»rd depart from tin 
righetousuess. ” A life that is on one 
side street towards God a life that is 
on the other side open towards men. 
And on this side which is open to- 
wards men. a very notable thing 
about it is that it is characterized 
uegativey ; not so much attaiiiieut as 
by abandonment and rcmmcitiou.lt is 
u departure from all unrighteousness. 
As the apostle eslewherc puts it, it is 
* putting off the works of darkness.” 
Pei haps one icasou why it is so char- 
acterized. is that when questions of 
life and conduct arise, it is often 
easier to see 
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At any rate, St, 
placed Timothy iti charge of the 
Ephesian church, hints to him that 
lie would better stick to the things 
which are of indubitable certainty. 
There are some things, Timothy, 
which are not open to debate: for ex- 
ample, Faithful is the saying, — If we 
died with Him, if we shall also live 
with Him; if we endure, we shall 
also reign with Him: we shall deny 
Him, He also will deny us; if we are 
faithless, lie abideth faithful, for He 
cannot deny Himself” Of these things 
put them in remembrance, charging 
them, in the sight of the Lord, that 
they strive not about words, to no 
profit. Shun profane and vulgar 
babblings, remembering that there is , 
a fou n da ton which staudeth sure. It j 
has this seal, ’The Lord kno.veth 
them that are His, and, Let everyone 
that nameth the name of Christ de- 
part from iniquity.” As if he had 
said. Busy yourself and keep your 
people busy with these great verities 
of the Gospel .which bear upon life 
and personal character, and let the 
foam of common babble drift and die, 
where It will, and as it will. 

In some things the times have not | 
changed very much since the words 1 
were written eighteen hundred years 
ago. The baoble goes on,— like the I 
surf upon the shiugle — drifting up 
like windbcaten foam, now about 
this subject and now about that. The 
Hymeuaeuses and the Philetuses 
would almost make one think that the 
universe is circling about some ques- 
tions that they have started, and that 
unless these arc settled in accordance 
with their wise prevision of the truth, 
the kingdom of God itself must come 
to an end in the world. Blit the 1 
Hymeuaeuses and the Philetuses pass 
away, and their burning questions 
are forgotten, — dead as last year’s 
cinders; and the kingdom of God 
abides. The Lord knoweth them that 
are His, and they that have named 
the name of Christ are still trying to 
depart from miquity.and are measur- 
ably succeeding. 

Upheaval and revolution iu the 
realm of speculative thought do not 
neccessarily afi'ect the domain of real 
character. The kingdom of God is 
concerned, not with speculation, or 
investigation, or discovery, but witn 
what men themselves substantially 
are. The foundation of God stand - 
eth, “lie layetli the beams ut His 
chambers iu the waters,” but the 
beams do not fluctuate. There are 
some things about which human au- 
thority and human judgment are al- 
ways on the move; there are other 
things about which he must always 
be quiescent ; anchored steadfastly, 
with no conceivable possibility of 
transition or evolution. As the author 
of tli : Epistle to the Hebrews says, 
“Certain things, which cannot be 
shaken, will remain.” As St. John 
says iu one of llK epistles, “He that 
doeth the will of God abideth lor- 
ever. " 

’Tis so- Tlnoiigh all the revolutions 
of human history, there has been no 
essential change in (lie ideal of a 
righteous man. All other ideals have 
change 1. Everythin g els: has 

changed. But a righteous man is the 
same tiling today that he was in the 
days of Abraham or Noah. Glance 
backward fur an instant through Hie 
century which has just closed upon 
its. H»w many times within the 
memory of most ><1 those who are 
present have our religious foundations 
:,ceuied about t<> be shaken, Jfow 
often have men feared and trembled

Eliminate the wrung 
and the right becomes clear. There 
are many cases in which an absolute 
refusal of the wrong is the first step 
towards the attainment of the right. 

• Love your enemy.” That’s hard 
and high: perhaps you cannot spring 
up and attain unto it. at the word. 
But you can ut once more easily put 
your foot down and say, I will not 
hate him. You can depart from un- 
rigliteoiiMi :ss, even though you may 
not have the iiistantncous and requi- 
site degree of spiritual energy to 
mount to piGtive righteousness. And 
this seemed to be a favorite thought 
and u customary endeavor with the 
apostle, all through life. Almost at 
the last we hear him saying, “J count 
not myself to have attained; but this 
one tiling I do, — forgetting those 
things which are behind, and reach- 
ing forth unto those things which are 
before, I press towards the mark.” 
And the fairest way to estimate 
: the righteoimess of most men’s life, 
I presume, would be to ask, not what 
attainments iu virtue or goodness 
they have made, but what they have 
left behind or dropped oh; what are 
the things they have steadfastly re 
fused to do? what unrighteousness 
the » have departed'from and got for- 
ever beyond. Now if we turn back

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once more to the little Oriental song 
of the good man, what do we find 
there but an anticipation of this aatne 
everlasting feature of the foundation 
which standeth sure? It has not only 
the criterion of a secret commerce and 
intimacy and sympathy with God,— a 
way known to Him; a secret root of 
life running down to hidden water 
springs; a meditation of God’s de- 
sires and requirements, by day and by 
night; but it has also this other cri- 
terion of an open and manifest de- 
parture from iniquity. “Blessed is 
the man that walkcth not in the coun- 
sel of the ungodly; that standeth not 
iu the way of sinners; that sitleth 
not In the scat of the scornful.” Go 
back hundreds of years beyond the 
singer and his song to the days of old 
Abraham, — the Hebrews' grand ideal 
of the good man, — and the same 
two fold criteria are conspicuous in 
him. He was the “friend of God” 
in the secret intimacy and sympa- 
thies of his soul, and his external life 
svas characterized by getting out of 
the old unrighteous life of Ur, and 
then of Haran, and everlastingly 
seeking to put the past bcind him; 
making his progress towards final 
goodness by disavowal and relinquish- 
ment of an unworthy past. 

And this is the same thing today, 
my friends. It is life’s one true foun- 
dation now. Creeds change; opin- 
ions change ;all intellectual construc- 
ious dissolve and crystalize into other 
forms. Sects and denomiations arc 
<levices and expedients. But “he 
that doelh the will of God abideth 
forever.” And this is the essential 
and eternal Christ; the righteous 
man; t lie Son of God; the aim and 
ultimate of God’s thought for all 
the sous of men, — for you and for 
me, “Jesus Christ the same yesterday, 
and today and forever,” 

The ChristlJfe, thus divine in its 
secret intimacy, and in its human 
disclosure, is the great agency and 
medium bv which God is in contact 
with the world; which the world is 
held to its belief in God. The proc- 
lamation of our creeds and theories, 
though we had them, like Moses’s ta- 
bles of stone, written with the linger 
of God, and vindicated by the thunders 
and lightnings of the mount, would 
not hold the world even to theism. 
But the little Hebrew song outlasts 
the stony plates, and the life which 
illustrates it is, while it lasts, and 
even after it has vanished, God’s 
convincing testimony of liis own ex- 
istence and of the kingdom which 
cannot be moved. Just as a boulder 
evidences to the geologist the exist- 
ence of some grand cliff of the same 
constitution, hundreds of miles away, 
which he has never seen, — which per- 
haps no man has ever seen,— so a 
righteous man is a ground of faith 
in some grander righteousness; hu- 
man love and pity are a ground of 
faith in some mightier love and pity; 
and men are compelled to believe iu 
God where God’s sous are made man- 
ifest 

So the church of the living God, in 
its visible manifestation upon earth, 
is the evidence of the living God, 
“eternal, immortal, invisable.” And 
what is the church of the living God 
iu its visible manifestation, but the 
concrete goodness of the world— that 
wihch the Lord knoweth, and which 
kuoweth Him; tvho,has for its foun- 
dation “The law of life after the mind 
of Christ,” and departs from un- 
righteousness. To this our houses of 
worship, our creeds and ordinances, 
our forms and rites, our songs and 
sermons and sacraments— all subject 
to times oxidizing process, and pass- 
ing from one iridescence to another— 
are aticilliary. Ministers and meeting 
houses conic and go; the old order 
chaugeth and giveth place to' the 
new; but through all changes the 
one abiding purpose runs, the su- 
preme ideal stands. The ministers of 
this venerable church who tor two 
centuries and more have served at its 
altar, Eliot and Hobart and Cotton 
and Homer and Furber, and the rest 
— no two of them were alike in face 
or figure, in methods of thought or 
ways of expression. It may even be 
that some of the things which seemed 
fundamental to them have come to be 
regarded as superficial or eompartive- 
l r v unimporaut to us; but they, and 
their happy successor whom we con- 
gratulate today, have all held to the 
same ideal of goodness, have all 
sought to realize it fur themselves, 
have all striven to win their people 
to it. AH have built upon the one 
“foundation of God.” Good men and 
true they have been, “naming the 
name of Christ, and departing from 
unrighteousness” One sanctuary has 
given place to another, each in its 
turn a delight and a joy to a genera- 
tion wh ich has passed into the city 
that “needs no temple,” until at 
length you, their sucessors. take pos- 
session of this very *»oble and very 
beautiful house, dedicating it to the 
worship of our God and the upbuild- 
ing of the human soul iu the like- 
ness of his Son. This too will pass 
away. Possibly new credal forms 
will be recited as new souls are ad- 
ded to the fellowship of those who 
shall worship here. New ministers 
will speak the words o f life to your 
children; but the “foundation of 
God” will stand and the little “song 
of the good man” will be snug un- 
changed by all the generations that 
are yet to come. 1 


Public Meeting of Locomotive 
Firemen floes Wild With En- 
thusiasm For the President. 

Brotherhood Resents the Canard That 
the Executive Is Not a 
True Friend. 


[From the Buffalo Express. Sept. 13.] 

The big public meeting held Inst 
night hi Convention hull by the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Firemen of 
Amorim, now In convention In thin 
city, wound up in a most remarkable 
demonstration for President Roose- 
velt. It was the big feature of the 
monster meeting not on the pro- 
gramme, and by reason of the acci- 
dent of It mid Its consequent sponta- 
neity It proved beyond the faintest 
shadow of a doubt (hat at least one 
powerful organization that lias been 
an honor mid eredlt to American labor 
for more than a quarter of a century 
Is heart and soul for Roosevelt. 

The Roosevelt demonstration was 
most sensational. Convention hull was 
packed from the stage to the entrance. 
Fully ft, 000 men and women were 
there, the attendance taxing the seat- 
ing capacity to such an extent that 
umuy extra benches Imd to be placed 
close up to the stage. 

Edward A. Manly, secretary of the 
interstate commerce commission, Iu 
the course of Ids speech had called at- 
tention to the fact that a New York 
newspaper had criticised the president 
because ho had accepted an honorary 
membership in the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Firemen. 

"Lei mo say,” said Grand Master 
Ilnmmhnn, "that if the president of the 
United .Sillies or any other of Its citi- 
zens does nothing worse than accept 
membership In this organization lie 
will neither merit the ill will nor de- 
serve the censure of any uf his fellow 
men. I Cheers. J 

"If the rest of the public, and partic- 
ularly those who are intrusted with 
the direction of our government and 
the management of the nation’s great- 
est enterprises, would do as the presi- 
dent ami meet us upon a common level, , 
there would be fewer strikes and less 
strife and more of peace and good will 
lu the Industrial world." 

"What has the president done for 
you?" shouted an intoxicated man who 
stood near the stage door on the right. 

"What has the president done?’’ re- 
peated Grand Master llannalian. "The 
president has proved to the organized 
workingmen of this country that lie 
has an interest In their welfare by uc- 1 
ccptlng an honorary membership in mi 
organization of men whose faces ore 
begrimed by smoke and dust and who 
dally and hourly face the gravest dan- 
gers." 

The monster audience burst Into 
deafening cheot>. The tumult rolled 
from wall to wall and back again. 
Men stood up on the benches, wildly 
waving their huts and cheering for the 
president. The demonstration was 
spontaneous and was general all over 
the hall. Finally it died down mid 
some one in the audience shouted: 

"Hurrah for Theodore Roosevelt!” 

And again the crowd burst Into 
cheers, and when the second demon- 
stration died out the intoxicated man 
was nowhere to be seen. 

During the demonstration the men 
ou the stage sat silent and made no ef- 
fort either to check or urge on the re- 
markable ovation which the president 
hml received, and when It was over 
Grand Master llnnmihan went on with 
his speech without reference to the 
subject. 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men has a membership of 55,OuO men, 
nearly all of whom live In the United 
Stales. It has been said before that 
the railroad men of the country thor- 
oughly he) loved la and supported 
Roosevelt, and If any proof of that as- 
sertion was needed it was amply fur- 
nished lust night.

Naples. Experiences in Europe 


Naples, August 15th, 1904. 

Dear Graphic: If anybody should 
ask a member of our party what year 
it was I should not be surprised if 
there would be a moment of hesita* 
lion to be sure whether it was B. C. 
or A. D. We have been living so 
much in the distant past of late, 
studying the history of antiquity 
among the ruined temples and pal- 
aces, that t lie present day, particular- 
ly of far of America, seems almost a 
dream. When we left Rome wc took 
the train for Naples and settled down 
for a long afternoon’s ride. The 
scenery was rather monotonous but 
as we joruneved south extensive 
hemp fields were passed and farmers 
could be seen harvesting this large 
product. The natives wear but few 
clothes and the result is that their 
bodies are the color of parchment and 
the skin toughened by exposure. 

As we approached Naples, Mt Vesu- 
vius loomed up in the far distance, a 
mass of rugged rock against the sky, 
red from the afterglow of the setting 
sun, and from its top drifted slowly 
away the smoke of the internal fires; 
a weird and impressive spectacle as 
seen for the first time. We stopped 
at Naples for dinner then went on to 
Cava, a popular mountain resort, for 
the night. We continued our way the 
following morning along the beauti- 
ful Bay of Salerno and on the edge of 
the Mountains. Brundisi was reached 
in the evening where dinner was 
served and later the steamer was 
taken for a night’s sail across the 
Ionian sea. 

In the early morning the outlines of 
Albania, which belongs to Turkey, 
were visible and about seven o'clock 
Corfu was reached. As several days 
are to be spent in Greece let me de- 
scribe the country briefly: The popu- 
lation is about one and a fifth mil- 
lion and the country is in such a bad 
way financially that the native mon- 
ey is worth only three fourths of its 
face value. Tilling the soil is the 
principal occupation and the land, 
though hilly, has many fine plains 
and fertile valleys. Barley, wheat, 
beans and rice are raised in large 
quantities but the main products 
are grapes, wine, currants, olives and 
figs. The costume is most peculiar, 
until one becomes used to it, and the 
men wear a white shirt with full 
sleeves, a leather girdle, a kilt fluted 
Ike the dress of a ballet dancer, short 
breeches, white stockings and shoes 
turned up at the toe with round fuzzy 
balls on the end. The women wear 
the loose jacket and skirt and a cloth 
headdress hanging down about the 
ears. In their hair and round their 
necks the women wear strings of coins 
and the men carry strings of beads 
which are not used for religious pur- 
poses but to supply a mechanical oc- 
cupation for the hands during con- 
versation. Greek art dates back many 
centuries and is identified with such 
men as Perikles, Aleaxuder, Caesar, 
Phidias, Praxiteles and others. 

At Corfu we began to get the won- 
derful color effects for which this 
country is noted. The sea is a deep 
indigo blue and the mountains are 
many shades of brown, their rocky 
sides turning to purple as the sun 
goes down and the after glow comes 
on. 

Before our boat came to anchor ped- 
dlers and fakirs swarmed over the 
side and made life miserable for 
some of the passengers in their ef- 
forts to dispose of their wares, we 
were rowed ashore and climbing the 
Ascenzione or lookout point went i 
through a grove of olive trees, some 
of them probably over 1000 years old, 
to a rock where an extensive view 
was had of the bay and the moun- 
tains beyond. Continuing our way 
by train to Petras, the great centre 
of the currant trade, our party finally 
reached Corinth, a straggling little 
town built 60 years ago, after the 
earthquake which destroyed the old 
town farther inland. We drove to t lie 
former site where excavations have 
been going on the past three years 
under the direction of the American 
Kchool at Athens, and our leader in- 
formed us that this was the place 
where the letter came which was 
written by Paul to the Coriuthiaus. 

The ruins of the temple are among 
the oldest monuments of the Doric 
style and there are still standing five 
columns on the West side and two on 
the south sidc;the remaining columns 
having fallen. The temple was ded- 
icated to Apollo and is impressive 
and solid in style. As we continued 
our journey the inhabitants of a vil- 
lage were seeu thresh iug grain and 
at one station we saw a funeral pro- 
cession entering a church. The pres- 
ent custom dates back to 60U B. C. 
the time of Solon the great law giver 
of Athens. The body is exposed 
propped up in the coffin and all the 
mouruers walk, one of them carrying 


the coffin lid like a banner. The 
priests wear long black gowns and 
tall funnel shaped hats with a button 
shaped arrangement on top they wear 
their hair long, done up in a French 
twist, and long beards. 

At Athens our party found shelter 
under the roof of the Grand Hotel iur 
the Place de la Constitution which is 
on the principal square opposite the 
royal palace. The first morning in 
the city and on several other occa- 
sions we visited the Acropolis, a 
rocky plateau rising precipitously to a 
height of about 500 feet above sea 
level. It was the earliest seat of the 
Athenian kings who sat in judgment 
and assembled their councils but 
later, the judicial and popular assem- 
blies were removed to the lower town 
and the Acropolis was devoted solely 
to the gods. At the time of Solon 
this became the centre of civilization 
and in the Parthenon, which was 
built under the direction of Perikles, 
the treasury of Greece was located. 
This most perfect monument of an- 
cient art was dedicated iu 459 B. C. 
to the goddess Athena, and is a Doric 
temple originally having 62 large and 
56 small columns and a frieze 524 feet 
in length. The interior or Celia was 
the Sanctuary proper and was divided 
into two unequal parts, in one of 
which was the celebrated gold and 
ivory statue of the goddess, the work 
of Phidias, and 39 feet high. This 
sculptor also did or superintended the 
wonderful sculptures of the Pediments 
which are the most imporant now in 
existance. The roof is gone but many 
of the columns are still standing a 
mute witness to a long departed glory. 

Other places ot interest on the 
Acropolis are the Temple of Athena 
Nike, the Propylaca built like the 
other buildings of Penteiic marble, 
the Erechtheion, Portico ot the Cary- 
atides and the museum which is full 
of sculptured remains gathered on the 
hill during the excavations.One after- 
noon we took carriages to the Andron- 
ikos, an octagonal tower of marble 
formerly used for a sun dial, weather 
cock and in stormy weather or at 
night the time was ascertained by 
water running into a grooved arrange- 
ment on the floor. The old market 
near by built by Julius Caesar and 
Augustus was of interest as was also 
the Ceratnicus or old burial ground 
outside the gate, and dating back for 
more than 2500 years. From there 
we went to the Theseion, a small tem- 
ple and the best preserved in Greece, 
and to a circular room, hewn from 
the solid rock of one of the hills, 
where it is said Socrates was im- 
prisoned and where he took the fatal 
cup of hemlock. 

On the hill of the Pryt, Pericles 
made his speeches, the populace gath- 
ering in the’valley below, and on the 
Areopagus or Mars hill, opposite, St. 
Paul spoke of the unknown God as 
described in the 17lh chapter of the 
book of the acts. At another time we 
went to the theatre of Dionysos, the 
cradle of Greecian dramatic art, where 
the plays of Aeschylos, Euripides 
and Sophocles were presented, the 
arch of the Emperor Hadrian, the 
Temple of Jupiter, the museum and 
the Stadion, on the site of the old 
one, a magnificent marble structure 
built recently through the generosity 
of a Greek gentleman at a cost of 
over a half million. The seating 
capacity is fifty thousand, and the 
seats were all taken at the World’s 
Olypuiic games held there in 1896. 

After we left Athens four delight- 
ful days were enjoyed in a sailing 
trip, our headquarters being on a 
specially arranged steamer chartered 
by the bureau. The nights were 
spent on board, everyone sleeping on 
deck, and the days in visiting places 
of interest on shore. We first weut 
through the Saronic gulf by Salamis 
and Aegina to Nauplia in Peloponesus 
where train was taken to Mycenae 
and Tyrius, both noted for their an- 
cient ruins The state prisons are at 
Nauplia and on an island, a short dis- 
tance away, the executioner, who is a 
criminal, lives with a guard of sol- 
diers for companions. The next day 
was spent in a mule and carriage 
ride, up among the hills and by sev- 
eral quaint and primitive towns of 
sun dried brick and tiled roofs to Del- 
phi, 2150 feet above sea level. We 
had lunch under the trees, drank 
water from the Castalian fountain and 
visited the ruined relics of departed 
glory. 

The following day was speut at 
Olympia, famous in the past for its 
athletic games and considerable time 
was'eonsumed in the museum where 
our leader showed us the restored 
pediments of the temple, the famous 
statue of Hermes by the sculptor 
Praxiteles and considered the most 
perfect expression of manly beauty 
left*us by antiquity. We had a good 
opportunity torestduriug the 36 hours 
sail across the Ionian sea to Syracuse 


iti Sicily and there visits were made 
to the site where the contest took 
place between the natives and the 
Athenians, the underground passnges 
and the foTt, On the way to Naples 
two days were spent in the quaint 
hill town of Taormina and a few 
hours at Messina, famous for its 
oranges and lemons, and where the 
boat was taken to Naples located on 
the beautiful bay of the same name. 
During onr visit iu this southern 
city drives were taken about the streets 
and adjoining hills and a trip to 
Pompeii where excavations have dis- 
closed about one half of the town and 
probably the most important part. ! 

Wandering through the deserted 
and narrow streets, paved with large 
blocks of lava, the places of greatest 
importance are the theatre, forum, 
house ot Pausa, house of the Vcttii, 
house of the Faun, villa of Diome- 
des, the Museum and the street of 
the tombs. It gives the visitor a 
better realization of the wonders of 
nature when he lingers amid the 
ruins of this provincial town, de- 
stroyed in 79 A. D., and can look up- 
ward to hoary towering Vesuvius still 
standing in much the same form and 
size and sending out clouds of black 
sulphurous smoke as it did ill the 
long distant past. In the national 
museum were many relics from Pom- 
peii and Herculaneum including stat- 
uary, paintings, bronzes, mosaics, 
tickets, dice, ornaments and samples 
of food, charred but in an excellent 
state as regards shape and size. 
Among other exhibits are the famous 
Farnese Hercules and Bull, statuary 
Irom the baths of Caracalla at Rome, 
and the Farnese Flora. A visit to the 
mountainous island of Capri with its 
wonderful blue grotto and attractive 
walks is among the nearby attrac- 
tions and one should, if possible, go 
to Sorrento, Herculaneuem and as- 
cend the volcano Vesuvius. 

I will add a postscript to this letter 
written in Naples and complete the 
scries of ramblng sketches of my 
summer’s outing. Our party sailed for 
home from Naples on the Hohenzol- 
lern of the North German Lloyd line 
and after a pleasant passage through 
the Mediterranean sea we arrived at 
Gibraltar, England’s impenetrable 
fortress, the rocky gallery looming up 
1400 feet in the air. We landed from 
boats and going through the gate iu 
the wall, which is 40 feet thick, took 
carriages for a ride about the quaint 
and cosmopolitan old town. 

There are 5,000"Engliah troops sta- 
tioned here and of the 24,000 inhabi- 
tants 10.000 are Spanish, 200 are 
Moors and the rest are a mixture ol 
almost all the nations on the globe. 
The Moors make a striking apearance 
iu their long garments folded and 
thrown over the shoulder. The men 
wearing the red turbans are unmar- 
ried but those who have on the tur- 
bans of white and red twisted to- 
gether have taken unto themselves 
wives. Our long string of carriages 
went by the market, the Jew’s quarter, 
the Roman Catholic church, the En- 
glish cathedral, formerly the property 
of the Moors and 1400 years old to the 
parade ground where is a fine bust of 
General Eliott who took Gibraltar 
for the English nation. The dry dock 
which is being built by the govern- 
ment was of interest as was also a 
place on the outskirts where the holes 
iu the cliff could be seen, filled, we 
were told, with 500 guns. At this 
point was the neutral ground and be- 
yond, near the foothills, a Spanish 
town was located. 

The remainder of our voyage home 
was comparatively calm and unevent- 
ful with the exception of a few hours’ 
view of the Azores, attractive tropi- 
cal islands, and the Captain’s dinner 
the last night at sea with its toasts 
and speeches and a dance following 
on deck decorated for the occasion 
with flags, bunting and japanese lan- 
terns. Everyone expressed them- 
selves as having had a good time, an 
instructive and profitable summer’s 
outing and we parted iu New York 
glad to be on our native shore and 
more convinced than ever that Ameri- 
ca is the one and only land for a Yan- 
kee to select for a permanent resi- 
dence. 

Let me stale in closing that the 
Bureau of University Travel did all 
and more than is stated iu their 
agreement and I have to thank Prof, 
Powers and his able assistants for 
making my outing bo pleasant as well 
as valuable from an educational 
standpoint.

THE NATURAL HISTORY CORNER. 

Now that wc are passing again 
through the gate of the Autumnal 
Equinox, Sept. 23d, from the summer 
half to the winter half of the year, it 
is very interesting to note the kindly 
helping provision made in nature for 
all who dearly love summer and its 
mornings and bid good bye for awhile i 
to both with regret. 

By reason of the varying velocity 
of the earth at different parts of its 
annual circuit round the sun, and the 
varying angle made by the appar- 
ent daily path of the sun across the 
sky with the earth’s equator, as can 
be seen by comparing the “ecliptic” 
with the equator on a map of the 
world, or on a globe, the natural sun 
days from one noon to the next are 
not exactly equal. 

Time is accordingly kept by an 
imaginary '“mean,” or average sun 
of uniform apparent motion. 

Now, to come to our happy point, 
the real, and the mean sun are the 
same about August thirty-first and 
December twenty-fourth, while in the 
interval between these dates the real 
sun is ahead of the mean sun that 
governs our clocks. This difference 
increases from August 3lst, to No- 
vember 2d, when the actual sun rises 
sixteen minutes before the mean, or 
clock sun. After this date, the differ- 
ence gradually diminishes till Decem- 
ber 24tl». 

Hence morning lovers find with 
pleasure the early daylight all through 
September, October and November, 
when it is most welcome and conven- 
ient for all natural and good pur- 
poses: also the rapidly shortening 
afternoons. After that, we content- 
edly resign ourselves to the short cold 
days of settled winter, the natural 
season of rest for gardens and trees 
an d equally for man, and to its fire- 
side delights; which except for occa- 
ional wholesome variety nothing can 
excel.

If we 
should get the entire value of all the 
Newfoundland imports it would not 
much more than cover the value of 
the fisheries of Gloucester alone, and 
the value of the product of the fish- 
ermen of the United States is forty - 
six million dollars. Wc want to 
think carefully before we endanger 
an industry whose annual product is 
forty-six millions of dollars in seek- 
ing r. market where we now sell only 
two million dollars and to which this 
treaty opens no additional door. 

“There has been some discussion 
favoring free coal, free iron and free 
lumber from Canada. This is what 
we give to Canada but nothing is said 
! as to what Canada is to give us in 
j return. Without some concessions 
from Canada this demand is not 
Reciprocity but limited free trade. 

“I should be glad to vote for a 
reciprocity treaty with Canada or 
any other country which was bene- 
ficial to any of our business interests 
and not injurious to American indus- 
try, agriculture or labor. But there 
is no use in shutting our eyes to the 
practical difficulty which the history 
of these treaties discloses. I think we 
should consider very carefully wheth- 
er the true way to improve our foreign 
markets is not by general legislation 
which will bring a general reciprocity 
and which shall bear equally on all 
parts of the United States, and if 
successful briug benefit to the whole 
country. What I mean is the estab- 
lishment of a maximum and mini- 
mum rate. Let all nations that favor 
us or that treat us on an exact equal- 
ity with every oue else come in at 
the low rate, and those nations which 
discriminate in any degree against 
us come in at the highest rate. In 
that way we should get into all mar- 
kets on an equality with other na- 
tions, which is the most important 
thing to achieve. 

“Every Reuublicau favors reciproc- 
ity consistent with protection princi- 
ples, but it does not follow from this 
that any and every arrangement 
which an y man or any group of men 
choose to call reciprocity is therefore 
to be supported and adopted. Each 
law, each treaty, each case must be 
decided on its own merits. I favor, 
as I have said, any reciprocal arrange- 
ment which gives mutual advantages 
to the United States and the country 
treated with, which does not injure 
our industries or our agriculture, and 
which assures to the United States 
due compensation for all it concedes. 

I favor reciprocity, but I do not favor 
bad bargains uiider the name of reci- 
procity or any other name. I repeat 
that I must decide each case as it 
arises, according to my best judgment 
as to the interests of mv country and 
my state, and no man fit to be trust- 
ed with the high and responsible 
duties of a Senator can take any 
other position. So far as political 
parties are concerned there may be 
differences of opinion as to any spe- 
cific case, but one thing is certain, 
the Democratic party for fifty years 
has done nothing in regard to reci- 
procity except abrogate the Blaine 
treaties. They never can do anything 
because they are in principle the party 
of free trade and tariff reduction, and 
without a tariff of a protective char- 
acter reciprocity cannot exist. 
Congressman Powers followed Sen- 
ator Lodge with a witty and rambling 
speech, which was received witn great 
applause and laughter.

Newton Single Tax Club. 

best man was Mr. Howard T. Chap- 
man of Saybrook.

Despite the rain a goodly number 
gathered at a special meeting of the 
club Monday evening at the residence 
of C. B. Fillebrown, 230 Bellevue 
street. Mr. Fillebrown president of 
the Club, introducing the speaker of 
the evening, Mr. John Z. White of 
Chicago, said: 

“Let no one think because the 
Newton Single Tax work was swal- 
lowed up in a larger Boston work 
that this Club is dead or sleeping. 

“The people of Newton are alive to 
their new tax rate of $17.80 for 1904. 
This Garden City of ours has the fin- 
est of streets, sewers, water, police 
and fire department and of them it is 
justly proud. If $17.80 appear to us a 
high rate of taxation one obvious way 
to reduce this rate is suggested for 
y-our consideration, namely, to build 
and equip no more streets until those 
already built are occupied. Present 
street accommodaions are easily am- 
ple for twice the present number of 
buildings, without addition to th e 
four hundred thousand or five hundred 
thousand dollars spent iu 1903 upon 
their equipment and maintenance. 
With twice as many houses would 
come twice as many people and twice 
as much land value as a basis of tax- 
ation. The tendency of this would 
be to halve the rate so far as street 
equipment is concerned, and induce a 
reduction of three to five dollars per 
thousand in the total rate. 

“A moderate estimate for the 
ground rent of Newton is $1,000,000 
per year of which $400,000, is now 
taken in taxation. The economic mis- 
take which the City of Newton makes 
is in letting the six hundred thousand 
dollar balance of the product of its 
own taxes go into private pockets 
while the people are taxed upon their 
buildings and personal property a 
like amount of six hundred thousand 
dollars to make up the deficit caused 
by this miscarriage of public expen- 
ditures into a private instead of into 
a public fund” 

Mr. White's speech will be given 
in full next week.

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The Boston Hospitals. 

It la a pretty well understood fact 
that the charitable institutions of 
Boston have fallen upon a lean year. 
But It Is not so widely known what 
this means to their work. Some of 
them are fighting now tooth and nail, 
to keep from cutting down their work 
among the poor. If one case were 
known where a person iti distress and 
suffering were turned from a Boston 
hospital, in which there was plenty 
of room, what a clamor would be 
raised! Aud yet, what arc the hos- 
pitals to do? They do not dare to get 
too deep into debt. They have al- 
most raised heaven and earth to get 
tiie money to tide them over this 
year; but the rich feel poor and the 
money comes in by driblets, only. 

To take a concrete case, a stud)* of 
the accounts of the Massachusetts 
General hospital shows that as com- 
pared with the money from "paying 
patients” and the amount actually 
spent for running the hospital, there 
is a deficit of $13,000 a mouth. Of 
course some of this is met by the hos- 
pital’s endowment, but the endowment 
cannot cover a big deficit like that. 
In other years the yearly gifts of peo- 
ple who keep the hospitals going, 
usually, would even Wie accounts; but 
when these subscriptions stop, the 
hospital must either get almost hope- 
lessly in debt or cut off its work, more 
or less. And yet the hospitals are 
run remarkably cheap, as compared 
with the ordinary household. To a 
hospital beef is 8c. a pound; butter 
ISc. ; eggs 21 a dozen ; and bread 3 to 
4c. a pound loaf. The cost of what 
the average patient eats, good, whole- 
some food) for every hospital is care- 
ful of the diet and has things of very 
nutritious quality) is only 30c a day, 
or not so very much over $2 a week. 
But the cost of running the hospital 
comes pretty near $14 a week, per pa- 
tient. 

Of course most of this cost is in 
■what is paid for help. In a hospital 
with 300 patients, the number of 
workers must be over 300, in laundry, 
kitchen, nurses and hospital staff. 
Hospital cases are usually serious 
cases and after a serious operation, 
it may be necessary to have five or 
six doctors and attendants working on 
one patient within 24 hours. It is 
only in that way that the life may 
be saved, and the safety of a life is 
not a matter where the afference of a 
few cents should stop the way. But 
all the hospital work or nearly all, 
may be a matter of life and death. 
And that is precisely why those who 
know most about hospital work iu 
Boston are watching the growing de- 
ficits with great uneasiness and are 
trying to stave off as long as possible 
the decision that some of the beds 
must bi vacant or that some of the 
outpatients must be turned away. 

And, iu this connection, if no 
names are mentioned, it may do no 
harm to tell of one case where a sub- 
scription was this year refused to a 
Boston hospital. The young man 
who was asked to give wanted a short 
time to think over the matter. He 
finally came back with the decision 
that he felt absolutely unable to give. 
He felt that as times were this year 
he "could not spare any money” to 
the hospital, because "it took all his 
money for his own and his family’s 
living expenses.’’ As it happened, 
the decision was reported to one of 
the trustees of the young man’s es- 
tate. That trustee knew to a penny 
the income the family had. It is, in 
round numbers, $60,000 this year. 
Aud the living expenses of the fam- 
ily are so heavy, t hat none of it can 
be spared this year to save a dozeu 
human lives. In itself, quite a com- 
mentary on modern American life! — 
Boston Advertiser.
